The proclamation of the President 
announcing our day of national thanks- 
giving has not been published at this 
writing, but one may 
Thanksgiving easily imagine some of 


Day the causes for thanks- 
giving which it~ will 
name. The health and safety of our 


Sreat population is one of them, for how 
comparatively free have we been during 
the past year from epidemics, earth- 
quakes, great conflagrations and other 
national calamities which many other 
parts of the world have suffered. Then 
there is the absence of war with any 
of our neighbors, our prolific crops, the 
opening upof new channels of trade 
abroad, and the diminution of our na- 
tional debt and our national taxation 
at one and the same time. For all these 
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things and many more, how thankful 
we should be to Almighty God, our 
heavenly Father! We think of the 
refrain of that old hymn of Thomas 
Oliver, 
“T will praise Thee, I will praise Thee, 
Where shall I Thy praise begin?”’ 

And yet this says nothing about our 
individual reasons for gratitude and 
praise—our health, the provision for 
our daily needs, our protection from 
danger, our pleasures and enjoyments, 
our opportunities for service, our friend- 
ships, our answered prayers, our spiritual 
renewings, our comfort in sorrow and 
our brightening hope of the beyond. Oh, 
what a record for personal gratitude is 
spread out before us all! 

“What shall I render unto the Lord 
for all his benefits toward me?’’ was 
the quandary of the Psalmist (116:12), 
but it was only for a moment. Soon in 
answer to his own question, he said, 
“T will take the cup of salvation and 
call upon the name of the Lord”’ (v. 13). 
““T will take,’ is a strange answer to 
the question, ‘What shall I render?’ ”’ 
says Spurgeon, ‘‘and yet it is the wisest 
reply that could possibly be given. 


‘The best return for one like me, 
So wretched and so poor, 
Is from His gifts to draw a plea 
And ask Him still for more.’ ” 

But the Psalmist would not only take, 
he would also pay. ‘IT will pay my 
vows unto the Lord now in the presence 
of all his people’ (v. 14). He had made 
vows when in trouble, and being de- 
livered out of the trouble, he purposed 
to fulfil his vows. Nor would he be 
satisfied to do so in the privacy of his 
chamber, or after he had gone to bed for 
example, but publicly and in the courts 
of the Lord’s house. The Lord’s house 
is the place for grateful men and women 
to pour out their thanksgivings unto 
His holy name. Let preachers take a 
hint from this, or better, let them suffer 
a suggestion. Let them read the letter 
from a parishioner to his pastor on 
another page of this issue, and let them 
be graciously admonished to eschew 
politics and other alien subjects on this 
national Thanksgiving day, and lead 
the hearts of their people to the contem- 
plation of Him who “spared not his own 
Son, but delivered him up for us all,” 
and who with him doth ‘‘also freely give 
us all things’? (Rom. 8:32). 
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Mr. P. Whitwell Wilson, the London 
newspaper correspondent, contributed an 


interesting article to the Michigan Chris- 
tian Advocate last summer on 
Labor spiritual influences in the 
and British labor movement. It 
Religion was an answer to the question 
as to why the British labor 
movement appears to have no quarrel 
with religion, while on the continent, 
in Russia and elsewhere, Socialism is 
“fiercely anti-clerical.” He thought 
there might be found some justification 
for a quarrel with religion on the part of 
the British workers in view of the in- 
fluence of such infidel philosophers as 
Robert Owen, Bradlaugh, Darwin, John 
Stuart Mill, Morley and some others, 
to say nothing of the fiction writers, 
Dickens, Trollope and Thackeray, who 
excoriated certain types of professing 
Christians and their hypocritical shep- 
herds. But that such was not the case, 
that there was no such quarrel, he 
thought might be explained by the fact 
that England had always drawn a clear 
distinction between the faith set forth 
by Christ and the practice of that faith 
by Christians. In other words, since 
the days of Wycliffe ‘the common people 
have tested the churches by the Bible.” 
If ecclesiastics were venal, land-owners 
rapacious, kings cruel, capitalists un- 
vielding and politicians corrupt, the 
workingman and his wife could consult 
the prophets and the psalmists, and 
Christ Himself, and learn that such 
things were not according to the will of 
God. In other words, ‘‘once secure an 
open Bible and you prevent the breach 
between democracy and religion.” 


Mr. Wilson then goes on to show that 
there were two influences on labor in 
Great Britain which must 
ignored. One was the adult school on 
Sunday, where in earlier days men learned 
to read the Bible and to study its appli- 
cation to modern life, and the other was 
the visits made to England by the Ameri- 
can evangelists, Moody and Sankey, who 


never be 


“announced the salvage of shipwrecked 
character.”’ ‘‘After their visits to Oxford 
and Cambridge,”” says Mr. Wilson, 
“those ancient seats of learning were 
never the same. * * * The admix- 
ture of rich and poor which was accom- 
plished in the trenches during the war, 
could be seen, decades before the War, in 
the after-meeting of the evangelists’ 
revival.”’ 


We are glad to have this confirmation 
of our steady contention that the teach- 
ing of the Bible and the preaching of the 
gospel for the salvation of the individual, 
is the best antidote to all the social 
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and political troubles of the nation. It 
is evident that when Mr. Wilson speaks 
of “‘religion’’ he means Christianity, and 
especially evangelical Christianity. It is 
a great joy also to know that the seed- 
sowing of Moody and Sankey in Great 
Britain is still bearing fruit and over 
such a broad field. It was to continue 
this seed-sowing throughout the world 
and to furnish men and women to do it, 
that D. L. Moody founded the Moody 
Bible Institute, through whose output 
“the breach between democracy and 
religion’”’ is ever seeking to be healed. 
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Our country is the melting pot of the 
world, and in this fact there is a problem 
and a responsibility faced by no other 

people. The streams of 
The population that have been 
Bible for pouring in upon us in 
Immigrants recent years represent ra- 

cial standards completely 
incompatible with our Christian and 
American conception of social and public 
life. 

How can we lead these foreigners 
among us to a reverence for our institu- 
tions and our laws? The very best way 
to bring together the Anglo-Saxon and 
the Slav, or those of any divergent 
races, is to give them the Bible in which 
they may learn of God and of His love 
to all of us alike in Jesus Christ. The 
lack of knowledge of the Bible is today 
our nation’s greatest peril. The Bible 
should be restored to our public schools 
and there should be a requirement that 
some portion of it be read every day. 
In addition to this, the New York Bible 
Society, from whose Quarterly we are 
quoting in part, proposes the plan of 
furnishing our immigrant with portions 
of the Bible printed in two languages 
in parallel columns, his own native 
language and English. Each one eager 
to learn English will read every line 
and every word on every page, and thus 
he will come to know God and His Son, 
and at the same time learn of the laws 
and the moral standards which are the 
basis of our American institutions. In 
other words, the New York Bible Society 
believes that the solution of the immi- 
gration problem is the Bible, and its 
feet are upon the rock when it takes that 
position. A large fund will be required 
to provide portions of the Bible in two 
languages for the many _ nationalities 
among us, and the Society asks us to 
co-operate with it thereto, which we are 
glad to do. 
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This gentleman tells us through the 
pages of a monthly periodical why he quit 
going to church, or at least he thinks he 

tells us. A more blasphemous 
Rupert publication of its kind it would 
Hughes be hard to find. It is not so 

strange that he wrote it, as 
that a magazine claiming respectability 
should publish it. However, it is after 
all, a most impressive proof of the truth 
of the Bible he derides, and in which 
such as he have been faithfully described. 
Yet he is one for whom the Christ of the 
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Bible shed His precious blood, and to 
whom there is still offered a full and 
free salvation through faith in His name, 
even forgiveness of sin. We pray that 
he may see the errors of his way and be 
converted. He says that ‘ God has room 
for him in His hell and fuel to spare,” 
but we prefer to think that God has room 
for him in His heaven and love to spare. 
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A New York state correspondent 
writes as follows: ‘‘I was visiting in a 
town a few miles from here when a man 

passed by smoking a cigar, 
Trading and my hostess said to me 
on the that he was a minister in a 
Moody Spiritualist church, and that 
Institute in order to draw a crowd he 

advertises that he is a grad- 
uate of the Moody Bible Institute of 
Chicago. Satan is so busy today deceiv- 
ing the people that we do not feel sur- 
prised at anything we see or hear. I 
know you will feel grieved, but I thought 
you ought to be told of this awful false- 
hood.” 


A Missouri pastor, chairman of the 
home mission committee of his pres- 
bytery, writes that he answered an 
advertisement in a _ religious journal, 
stating that a man who ‘‘attends Moody 
Institute’? was open to a call. He gave 
him a call, ‘“‘for all Moody Institute men 
I have had anything to do with are all 
right.’’ But this man bought books, 
sold them and forgot to pay for them, 
and finally a judge pronounced him 
insane and he was incarcerated, though 
he has since been released. Inquiry at 
the Institute reveals that while the man 
may have attended some class or classes 
there, for they are all free to the public, 
he was never an enrolled student. 


All this only goes to show that all 
things are not what they seem. Doubt- 
less the Moody Bible Institute feels 
gratified that its name is a good one to 
trade on, but it would like us to caution 
our readers that there are other doubtful 
char-cters like the above against whom 
they should be on their guard. If any 
pastor or church committee desires to 
learn anything about a Moody Bible 
Institute student, past or present and 
real or supposed, a line addressed to the 
Institute will bring avrompt reply. Its 
records are carefully compiled and _ its 
files kept up-to-date in order to protect 
itself, and also to protect its students 
and the Christian institutions at home 
and abroad which it is always glad to 
serve.

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“Ifa Woman Have Long Hair It Is a Glory to Her” 


HESE are the words of Holy 

Writ in 1 Corinthians 11:15, and 

they are brought to mind just 

now by correspondence growing 
out of a communication in our August 
issue entitled, ‘‘What About Hair-Bob- 
bing?’’ The writer was a Nebraska 
pastor who seemed to us to write with 
soberness and truth. He began by an 
appeal to God’s Word as the only rule 
of faith and practice for the Christian 
believer. He then expressed surprise 
that such a minor matter as the hair- 
bobbing of women should have received 
the attention of the Holy Spirit, thus 
showing, he thought, that it was not so 
minor a matter after all, it was not a 
matter to be left entirely to the taste 
of the individual. It seemed deplorable 
in his eyes that so many professedly 
Christian women, church-members and 
Sunday-school teachers, had so little 
respect for the Scriptures as to bob their 
hair, and he urged such to be willing to 
walk a lonely road with the Master and 
be laughed at, rather than to be praised 
by men without the fear of God in their 
hearts. 


That was about all he said, and it 
was well said, and modestly and affec- 
tionately we thought, but it certainly 
stirred up things. ‘‘Disgusting,”’ ‘‘silly,”’ 
‘idling away time,’ ‘‘non-essential.”’ 
“What about the long-haired brethren?” 
“How did Paul wish women to arrange 
their hair?’”’ ‘‘What about women 
keeping silence?’’ ‘‘Paul would not say 
some things if he were in our churches 
today,’ ‘‘The writer should learn Jesus 
better than Paul,”’ etc. 


The above were some of the comments, 
and there were others that we will not 
print. What impressed us with all of 
them was first, their apparent failure 
to sense the fact that the eleventh chapter 
of 1 Corinthians is part of the inspired 
Word of God; and second, their failure 
to observe that the writer of the article 
was not speaking of the covering of the 
veil mentioned in verses 4 and 5, but of 
the long hair of women mentioned in 
verse 15, an entirely different thing. 
Doubtless the writer would have ad- 
mitted that the covering of the veil was 
a local custom for the time then being, 
and without application to other times 
and places, except in the reason or the 
principle giving occasion for it, but it 
was otherwise as to the hair. And we 
would respectfully ask his critics to look 
again at the words at the head of this 
article, the plain words of the Bible 
itself, and answer us calmly and honestly, 
whether they do not state the truth, that 
is, has it not always been the truth until 
now? [las not long hair always been 
a woman's glory at least until now? And 
why has it now ceased to be a woman’s 
glory? rhat question cannot be laughed 
out of court, and it cannot be side-tracked 
by any other question. Talk about 
Sanitary,” talk about ‘‘comfort,’’ and 
talk about anything you please, it will 
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not answer the question, Why is it that 
just now, just since the World War, 
women have come to frequent men’s 
barber shops and that long hair has 
ceased to be their glory? Any thought- 
ful Christian woman, we are not thinking 
of others just now, any thoughtful 
Christian woman who will face that 
question as it ought to be faced, and 
run it down to where it belongs, may 
find some surprise in store for her! 


II 


A few remarks on this chapter in 
1 Corinthians would seem to be 
in place. In the preceding chapters the 
inspired apostle had been correcting other 
errors that prevailed in this church, and 
in this chapter he deals with the conduct 
of public worship. Women had begun 
to appear in the assemblies without a 
veil. Now dress, as Dr. Charles Hodge, 
the commentator, remarks, is in a great 
degree conventioni!—he might have said 
that it is, in a great degree, a question 
of geography. Proper dress in one coun- 
try would be improper in another, there- 
fore the principle insisted upon in the 
opening verses of this chapter is simply 
this, that women should conform in the 
matter of dress to the usages which 
their community demands. In the East, 
when Paul wrote, a veil was the symbol 
of womanly modesty and _ subjection, 
and for her to discard it was to renounce 
her claim in the one case and her hus- 
band’s claim in the other. The women 
in the church at Corinth were doing this 
thing, not the Jewish women perhaps, 
who had been better trained and edu- 
cated in godliness, but the Gentile women 
who had come up into the light and 
liberty of the gospel out of the darkness 
of paganism. 


It is interesting to note, says the great 
Neander, how that Paul in discussing 
this mere question of outward custom, 
is able to penetrate to it from the most 
fundamental principle of the Christian 
life. ‘IT would have you know,” he writes, 
“that the head of every man is Christ; 
and the head of the woman is the man; 
and the head of Christ is God” (v. 3). 
What he particularly inculcates here is 
the relation of the wife to her husband, 
and he directly connects it with the 
higher relations of both. The Christian 
man has Christ for his head, to whom 
alone is he subordinate, while the Chris- 
tian woman, though she has Christ in 
like manner as her head, ‘‘is yet pri- 
marily subject to her husband in whom 
she has her support, her destiny and her 
dignity.”” The apostle is not speaking of 
the relation of the sexes in general, but 
only as realized in Christian marriage; 
and even then we must distinguish be- 
tween the inner life of faith, i. e., the 
personal relation which the woman bears 
to Christ and in which all other dis- 
tinctions are swallowed up (Gal. 3:28), 
and the social position she holds in the 
family and in the church. Of course, 


this subordination involves no degrada- 
tion. The church is not dishonored by 
being subject to Christ, Christ is not dis- 
honored by being subject to God, and no 
more is the wife dishonored by being 
subject to her husband. A kind of inter- 
dependence like this seems to exist even 
in the relations of the Trinity, which 
must be perfectly consistent with essen- 
tial quality of being. 

But now, returning to the subject of 
the veil, its absence, it should be under- 
stood, was an abuse originating in female 
vanity under the pretexts of Christian 
freedom and equality with man, and the 
apostle would have a Christian woman 
know that to discard it in the house of 
God was to ‘‘dishonor her head,’’ to dis- 
grace her, in other words. At that time 
the uncovering was a symbol of female 
dishonor, and indeed the punishment of 
an adulteress (Num. 5:18). As is stated 
inferentially in verse 6, it is ‘‘a shame for 
a woman to be shorn or shaven,”’ there- 
fore if she removes her veil under the 
circumstances indicated, she might as 
well go the whole length and be shorn or 
shaven. 

In verse 13 to 15, the subject is con- 
tinued by an appeal to the people’s 
own sense of propriety. ‘‘Judge ye in 
yourselves; is it comely (seemly) that a 
woman pray unto God unveiled?’” That 
is to say, it was unseemly for her to do so 
at that time and place, though now, and 
in our land, it would not be so unseemly. 
But at this point the apostle passes 
from the subject of the woman’s veil 
to the subject of woman’s hair, and it 
was this only to which the article of the 
Nebraska pastor referred. Nature teach- 
es us, says Paul, “that if a man have long 
hair it is a shame unto him,’ a mark 
of effeminacy, ‘‘but if a woman have long 
hair it is a glory to her.” 

Now, pray, what is there ‘‘disgusting”’ 
or ‘‘silly’’ about that? What has that 
to do with woman keeping silence in the 
church? Why should not Paul say that 
same thing if he were in our churches 
today? Why should the Nebraska 
pastor be “jumped on” for saying just 
what all of us have been saying, and 
have been happy in saying, all our lives 
up until the close of the World War— 
namely, that “if a woman have long hair 
it is a glory to her’’? 


III 


We cannot undertake to answer our 
own question. We do not know how 
to answer it. But we have observed 
some things and so has everybody else 
who has not been morally blind. We 
have observed that since the World 
War there has been a great slump in 
almost everything. The world lost out 
in that war not merely in blood and 
treasure but in character. It has not 
been the same world since. The slump 
has been even more marked in women 
than in men. Some of them seem to 
wish to ape men, their dress, their amuse- 
ments, their manners. The cigarette, 
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the cane, the knickerbockers, the crossed 
knees illustrate it. Somehow or other 
the bobbed hair belongs to it, just as 
from another point of view, the bobbed 
hair seems to belong to the pencilled 
eyebrows, the painted cheeks, the low 
necks, the naked arms, the short skirts, 
the movies, the beauty parade and the 
fox-trot. This is not to say that every 
woman who bobs her hair does these 
other things, which would be untrue and 
slanderous. There are as good women 
with bobbed hair as long hair, but they 
have not thought about it serious y 
perhaps, and they have not been instruct- 
ed in the Holy Scriptures as they ought 
to have been. Then, too, they may have 
cut off their hair for other reasons than 


fashion, and to their sincere regret. Onthe 


other hand, all the women who do these 
other things do not wear bobbed hair. 
But taking a broad view of the subject, 
is the above generalization too strong, 
is it too far from the truth? What do 
you think? 

We follow another commentator on 
this chapter when we remark, that dress 
is not only an article of comfort and 
convenience, but also in its. original 
design and use it is a symbol. By dress, 
in the case of women at least, may well 
be included the dressing of the hair. 


Dress, as he says, is a symbol of our 
fallen state, a symbol of sex, of rank and 
station and of character and sentiment. 
Dress expresses in its style, the pecu- 
liarities, good or bad, fine or coarse, of 
the wearer of the dress. Therefore, how 
important it is that in the Christian 
the dress should indicate those qualities 
of character which it becomes the Chris- 
tian to cherish and express? Espe- 
cially is this true in a day when the 
propensity is so strong to comply with 
the fashions of the world, the world 
which forgets God and which is so ready 
to ignore and to violate the right rela- 
tions which should be held by men and 
women in society. Above all things 
ought women, Christian women, women 
professing godliness, adorn themselves 
in modest apparel, with shame-facedness 
and sobriety (1 Tim. 2:9, 10), resisting 
firmly every fashion that may prove 
either a dishonor to themselves or a 
temptation to men. 

But we have not yet said a more 
serious word on this subject which ought 
to be said. There is an anti-scriptural 
prominence now being given to women 
that emanates, as another expresses it, 
from the most Satanic teaching the 
modern world has ever heard—the teach- 
ing of Theosophy, which claims inspira- 


tion from the unseen. According to 


Theosophy, God is bi-sexual, as man 
also was originally. Theosophy says 
that the fall was Adam’s sin and not 
Eve’s sin, and that it consisted in the 
woman's subjection to man. Eve fell 
under the sway of Adam and lost her 
perfection, is it; argument, hence the 
world’s redemption can be brought al)out 
only by a reversal of the process, woniin 
must be exalted to superior dignity to 
man. The Theosophic paradise is 
summed up “in an absurd, but also 
sinister and wicked utterance,” attrib- 
uted to our Lord in one of the gnostic 
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“gospels.” That utterance we iicre 
earnestly lay before the attention of any 
Christian women who may need _ it. 
It is this: ‘‘The kingdom of heaven 
shall come when you women shall have 
renounced the dress of your sex” |The 
Perfect Way, by Edward Maitland and 
Anna Bonus Kingsford, Lovell’s Occult 
Series, p. 273). It is years since we 


ourselves read that book therefore we 
here acknowledge our indebtedness to 
D. M. Panton, M. A., of Norwich, 
England, for calling our attention to it 
again. It certainly contains a startling 
warning to the Christian women o! our 


generation. 


Refuting a Charge of Blasphemy

A Reply to Bishop Mouzon of the Methodist Episcopal Church (South) 


HIS charge is made in a pamphlet 
by the Bishop entitled, ‘So-called 
Fundamentalism,’ which was writ- 
ten by him, he said, in fulfilment 
of the solemn obligation he assumed 
at his ordination, ‘‘to banish and drive 
away all erroneous and strange doctrines 
contrary to God's Word.” The “erron- 
eous and strange doctrine’ with which 
he is chiefly concerned in this pamphlet, 
is that which the inspired apostle Paul 
calls, ‘‘the blessed hope and the appear- 
ing of the glory of our great God and 
(Titus 2:13), and 
which the Bishop speaks of as ‘‘the 
physical second Christ.” 
Ile thinks that ‘‘as taught by the funda- 
mentalists it is a new thing in the Chris- 
tian church,’”” and ‘‘a Mohammedan 
conception of God.” 
Elaborating his idea, the Bishop refers 
to another author whom I do not happen 
to know, and then adds:

“See also Dean Gray’s discussion of 
the imprecatory psalms. Gray says 
they are prophecies of the way Christ 
will treat His enemies when He comes 
again. Now, John Wesley left them 
out of the psalter which he prepared 
for the American church, and in doing 
so he made this comment: ‘Many 
psalms are left out, and many parts of 
others, as highly improper for the 
mouths of a Christian congregation.’ 
Gray, on the contrary, says: ‘They 
meet the sorest need of men, all men 
and everywhere.’ (See Gray’s, Proph- 
ecy and the Lord's Return, pages 89- 
98). And the whole literature of 
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Fundamentalism is filled with the 
same sort of blasphemy.” 


1. The “blasphemy” in the Bishop’s 
mind, inheres in the statement that the 
imprecatory psalms ‘‘meet the sorest 
need of men, all men and everywhere.” 
Sut did the Bishop read the context 
of that sentence? If he did, he was hardly 
justified in quoting it without enlighten- 
ing his readers as to what the context 
was. And if he did not read the context, 
he was hardly justified in making the 
quotation at all. 

This was the context. The book in 
which the words were found was written 
by me during the World War. A Cana- 
dian editor had said that the Christians 
of Great Britain found the imprecatory 
psalms to contain “a strikingly exact 
representation of present day facts,” 
and to be very suitable ‘‘daily reading 
in these (war) times.’’ Whereupon I 
remarked that whatever comfort the 
Christians of Great Britain were finding 
in those psalms was also being found by 
the Christians in all the warring nations. 
The combatants on both sides of the 
battle-line in other words, were reading 
the same psalms for the same reason, 
in which sense and under which circum- 
stances, they seemed to ‘‘meet the sorest 
need of men, all men and everywhere.” 

Does not the reader think that the 
words sound a little differently, that they 
have rather a different shade of meaning 
when read in their original setting than 
when they are wrested out of it in the 


manner of Bishop Mouzon? Does the 
latter strengthen his position by quoting 
an opponent in such a way? 

2. The Bishop says that John Wesley 
left out the imprecatory psalms from the 
psalter he prepared for the American 
church, and that he made the comment 
that they were “highly improper for the 
mouths of a Christian congregation.” 

It is to be hoped that John Wesley's 
words were not wrested from their con- 
text as mine were, because just as they 
stand, his words raise the presumption 
that he held the same view of the im- 
precatory psalms as the present. writer, 
and not that of Bishop Mouzon. John 
Wesley was preparing a psalter for the 
church, or, as I understand it, making a 
selection of psalms for responsive read- 
ing. This is very commonly done and 
implies no disrespect towards the sacred 
canon as a whole. In other words, !ohn 
Wesley would not have left those psalms 
out of the Bible itself had he been making 
a revision of it or bringing out a new 
edition, but he was at liberty to leave 
them out in preparing a psalter. 

But why does he leave them out of the 
psalter, and why does he speak of them 
as improper for a Christian congregation? 
Because they are immoral, or, because 
they are not part of God’s Word? Cer- 
tainly not, but because from the dispen- 
sational point of view they do not belong 
to the present Christian age, except in 
an accommodated sense, but to the age 
which follows it. 
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It is well-known that John Welsey 
was premillenarian, and that he saw 
the dispensational teaching of the Bible. 


More than most men of his day he knew 


how rightly to divide the Word of truth 


(oi Ta 2:15). Hence in selecting a 
psalter for the public worship of God in 
a Christian congregation in this age, he 


showe:! his spiritual intelligence as to the 
the Bible as a whole, by 
omitting that which does not apply to 
this age but to the age which is to come. 

3. Bishop Mouzon says, ‘‘Gray says 
that they (the imprecatory psalms) are 
prophe ies of the way Christ will treat 
His enemies when He comes again.” 
“Gray does not recall that he said 
just that, but he certainly believes that 
they are prophecies of the divine judg- 
ments which shall fall upon the incorrigi- 
bly wicked nations at Christ’s return. 
And as justifying this belief he used 
several of the psalms as examples, open- 
ing them up, and showing their harmony 
with one another and with the whole 
teaching of the Old and New Testaments 
on the subject. 

And now pray, what does Bishop 
Mouzon believe about these psalms? 
He does not say what he believes about 
them, but many would like to hear 
from him on the subject. Who wrote 
those psalms, Bishop? How came they 
to be ‘imbedded in the sacred canon? 
Was there ever a time when they were 


contents of 


not a part of it? Were they not in the 


the book of Psalms of which Christ 
speaks in Luke 24:44? Did He ever 
object to their unfitness for His dis- 


ciples to read? Are not some of them 
what are known as Messianic psalms? 
Are they not authenticated in the New 
Testament? Do their imprecations differ 
essentially from other imprecations on 
the finally ungodly which are recorded 
in the Bible? Do they differ indeed, 
from the imprecations which fell from 
the lips of Christ Himself? These are 
very important questions to answer. 

The Bishop confesses that his church 
has ‘“‘failed to a degree in its teaching 
function,’’ but here is an opportunity 
for him to begin to restore that function 
to its place. He is cordially offered the 
pages of the Moopy BrisL_e INSTITUTE 
MONTHLY to do it, and how much better 
that would be than the calling of hard 
names! 

Just one condition would be asked 
of the Bishop and only one, namely, that 
if possible, he confine himself to fact 
and argument. The mother of the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the presidency 
taught her eminent son that ‘‘a fine 
floridity of phrases obscured direct and 
forceful speech.”” It does more than 
that. Sometimes it leads to incon- 
sistencies and contradictions and even 
inaccuracies of statement. It did this 
in the Bishop’s pamphlet, So-called 


Fundamentalism, as for example, when 
he said, ‘‘The Apostles’ Creed teaches 
that Christ shall come again at the end 
of the world to judge the quick and the 
dead.”” If the six words I have italicized 
were in the Apostles’ Creed, they might 
aid the Bishop a little in his strange 
antagonism to the premillennial coming 
of Christ, but I have never found them 
in the creed. Have you, Bishop, really? 

And then that charge of blasphemy. 
It is a coincidence surely, that another 
high ecclesiastic made the very same 
charge against our Lord and on the very 
same ground. The ground was a proph- 
ecy of His return to earth, a premillen- 
nial return by the way, in judgment on 
Hisenemies. The record of it in Matthew 
26:63-65, reads as follows: 


““And the high priest answered and 
said unto him, I adjure thee by the 
living God, that thou tell us whether 
thou be the Christ, the Son of God. 


“Jesus saith unto him, Thou hast 
said; nevertheless, I say unto you, 
Hereafter shall ye see the Son of man 
sitting on the right hand of power and 
coming in the clouds of heaven. 

“Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, saying, He hath spoken blas- 
phemy; What further need have we 
of witnesses?”

EXT: “What shall I render unto 

the Lord for all his benefits toward 

me?

A Kindly Letter from a Parishioner to His Pastor

“2 Y dear Pastor: 
“Considering that you are 
the pastor of ———— Church, 


the writer feels his unworthi- 
ness in writing this letter. But we read 
that God sometimes ‘chooses the weak 
things of the world to confound the 
mighty.’ 

“T should not write you but for the 
fact that life is a stewardship and that 
our accountability will be a strict one. 
I am writing you in regard to your two 
recent messages on patriotism. 

“T am sure you will agree with me, 
that to be a true patriot one must be 
true to the Bible, and that to show the 
highest standard of loyalty to country 
requires one to be loyal to God and to 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

“Again, I know that you will agree 
with me, that our Lord Jesus Christ 
was the greatest teacher of righteousness 
and truth the world has ever known or 
can know, and hence it logically follows 
that our teaching must conform to His, 
or it cannot be true. 

“We need not cast about to prove 
that war is deplorable and ungodly. 
Nevertheless, is it not a striking fact 
that we cannot find a single statement 
of our Lord in protest against war, 
political graft, despotic government, 
labor injustice, oppression of the poor, 
slavery or any other political or social 
evil of this world? 

“Surely there must be some reason for 
this, and is it not explained in His own 
statement, ‘My kingdom is not of this 
world’? Jesus Christ did not come to 
institute reforms for this present world 
order and for this temporal life, but to 
call sinners to repentance and to give 
them eternal life, which eternal life He 
purchased for us with His own blood 
on the Cross. 

“T was blessed with your statement 
at Easter, that ‘the Lenten season is a 
sample of what the whole Christian life 
ought to be, separated from worldliness, 
the Christian is in the world but not a 
part of it.” And I trust you will permit 
me to state again that the message of 
the New Testament to the world is not 
reformation but regeneration, even as 
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the issues for this present life are of little 
consequence compared to the issues for 
eternity. 

‘“‘Dear Brother ———, the serious point 
is this: The more that Satan can draw 
ministers of the gospel from preaching 
the Cross of Christ as the power of God 
unto salvation, and put in its place the 
preaching of mere human reforms or 
anything else, the more has he scored a 
point. 

‘‘New Testament Scriptures may be 
multiplied as to the culmination of 
iniquity in this world before our Lord's 
return: 

**As the days of Noe were, so shall 
the coming of the Son of Man be’ (Matt. 
24). 

“In the last days perilous times shall 
come, men shall be lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God, having a form 
of godliness but denying the power 
thereof.’ 

“““Evil men and seducers shall wax 
worse and worse, deceiving and being 
deceived’ (2 Tim. 3). 

“If we set these explicit statements 
of God aside or ignore them, such men 
as Tom Paine, Voltaire and Ingersoll 
will be justified before God ahead of us, 
as an infidel is more honest and honor- 
able than a hypocrite. 

‘“‘As to the truth of these prophecies 
in their fulfilment today, allow me to 
draw your attention to the four great 
pillars upon which our country stands, 
as outlined in your message of last Sun- 
day morning: The home, the school, 
the state and the church. 

“In this day, how generally have dogs 
replaced the families of beautiful children 
of the past. Yet it was not dogs the 
Almighty had in mind when He said, 
‘Be fruitful and multiply.’ We know 
there is a sin at the source of this, too 
appalling to think of. Not that we judge 
individuals except where we have the 
blatant statements from their own lips. 
Birth control was a secret a few years 
ago, but today it is blazoned in the head- 
lines of the newspapers and spoken of 
openly without shame. 

“Was ever divorce and remarriage 
again and again, legalized lust, known 
as it isin our day? Yet the home is the 


primary pillar upon which our civiliza- 
tion rests. 

“Evolution, which at the best is but 
an hypothesis, a guess, is taught as a 
fact replacing the position of the Bible 
in the higher seats of learning, and has 
even crept into our grade schools. 

‘How many in state positions ‘have 
their price’! 

“As to the church, the apostle Paul 
gives us this word: ‘Let no man deceive 
you by any means: for that day (the 
coming of Christ) shall not come except 
there come a falling away first’ (2 Thess. 
‘Ae 


“T know nothing of the ———, our 
own splendid Methodist Episcopal church 
school, except what Brother ———— told 
us from our pulpit recently. He was 


deploring the fact that out of 900 gradu- 
ates, only two were for the Christian 
ministry, and one of them a returned 
missionary who had previously chosen 
his vocation. 

‘‘Dear Brother ————, if you stand 
firmly for the faith which was precious 
to our fathers, and I sincerely believe 
you do, you cannot have had your eyes 
closed to the tendencies of modern teach- 
ing. 

‘‘Peace is beautiful, but peace at the 
sacrifice of principle cannot be peace. 
Any one who would advocate ‘peace at 
any price’ would of necessity be a com- 
promising, spineless creature which you 
would detest as quickly as I. 

“T only want to draw your attention 
on one tenet of controversy. If our Lord 
Jesus Christ was not Virgin-born, He 
must have been born in the natural way, 
and if He was born in the natural way, 
He was a sinner in need of a Saviour. 
He cannot be our Saviour. If He was 
not conceived by the Holy Ghost, His 
claim to deity must fall, His atoning 
sacrifice was a fake, in that He Himself 
was a mere man, and the Scriptures can- 
not be relied upon in their explicit state- 
ments of facts—thus the whole fabric 
falls together. 

“Tf ——— is not tainted with such 
teaching as this, I know that it is a rare 
exception to most Methodist Episcopal 
schools of today. 

“We will not disagree on terminology, 
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not ‘fundamentals’ or even ‘creed,’ but 
‘life’ is the issue at stake, the very ground 
of our promise of eternal life is being 
denied. 

“Most assuredly the spirit of Jesus 
Christ cannot be exemplified except in 
love, but what are we to understand by 
the exhortation ‘to earnestly contend 
for the faith which was once delivered 
to the saints’? And Paul states, ‘I am 
set for the defense of the gospel.’ 

“When we consider the controversies 
of our Lord, of the early church and of 
the saints of God in every age, we can 
depend upon it that Satan is never idle. 
‘For we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places.’ And not 
only so, but Satan’s work will become 


more pronounced and severe as the time 
approaches for him to be subdued by 
the power and re-appearing of our Lord 
Jesus Christ (Rev. 12:12). 

“From this dark picture of conditions, 
you may think me a pessimist, but I 
want to assure you that no one can be 
more optimistic than I as to ultimate 
issues, for I firmly believe that ‘God is 
on the Throne.’ 

“For your Memorial Day service, I 
was sorry that you chose your text from 
Exodus, chapter 12, just for the mere 
accommodation of the words found there 
‘memorial day.’ The ‘memorial day’ 
of Exodus, chapter 12, was instituted 
in commemoration of the ‘blood re- 
demption.’ The ‘blood redemption’ of 
which our Lord Jesus Christ was the 
antitype, and it is the greatest and most 
sacred theme it will ever be any one’s 





privilege to proclaim. I was sorry that 
you did not even mention the true mean- 
ing of the text. 

“T hope you will not feel hard at me 
for writing frankly. May I repeat again, 
that life is a stewardship for which each 
of us must give an account to God. I 
believe I have heard you make almost 
such a statement recently, so I trust you 
will not feel that I am presuming. 


“With the exception of the two serv- 
ices mentioned, fcr the most part I have 
enjoyed your messages very much, 
especially at prayer-meeting, and trust 
and pray that God may use and bless 
you mightily in proclaiming the ‘un- 
searchable riches of Christ.’

Fundamentalism and Modernism 
Their Different Views of Jesus Christ 


Py Professor Leander S. Keyser, D. D., Hamma Divinity School, Springfield, O. 


T IS instructive to read the edi- 

torials of a liberalistic journal like 

The Christian Century. It is a real 

study in psychology. The chief 
lesson one learns is, how dull an acute 
mind can be. That is a paradox, but it 
expresses the truth. This editor has 
been pointing out the fundamental 
differences between the conceptions of 
Fundamentalism and Modernism, and 
has been showing very acutely that they 
are irreconcilable. There can be no 
truce between them; no armistice can 
be agreed upon and signed by the 
opposing parties. In this respect the 
editor has been proving himself far more 
acute and logical than the would-be 
pacifists, who can see no good reason 
for the present controversy. 

However, our editor commits some 
inexcusable mistakes for one who has 
such keen insight in some other ways. 
In an editorial of April 17 he essays 
to point out the essential difference 
between the fundamentalist and modern- 
ist views of Jesus. ‘‘Fundamentalism 
comes to the figure of Jesus by the dog- 
matic route,” he avers. . . . ‘To 
the fundamentalist the significance of 
Jesus’ personality is interpreted by a 
certain doctrinal framework into which 
the historical figure is made to fit.” 

How Men Come to Jesus 

That may sound deep, but it is a 
mistake. We doubt whether there is 
a single true fundamentalist of whom it 
can justly be said that he came ‘‘to the 
figure of Jesus by the dogmatic route.”’ 
No, he did not get his view of Jesus 
Christ by mere intellectual processes. 
On the contrary, he came to Jesus by the 
experiential route. No big words and no 
abstruse statements need be made to 
describe the process. The fundament- 
alist read his Bible. He found there a 
certain «description of Jesus Christ, 
which told him that Christ came to save 
men from their sins, to regenerate their 
hearts, and to enlighten their minds 
by the Holy Spirit, so that they would 
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receive the experience of truth, pardon 
and salvation. He also found that 
many persons of his acquaintance, whose 
testimony could not be impeached, 
bore witness that by coming to Christ 
in humble faith and repentance, they 
had found Him always making good in 
their experience. He also read in history 
about “the great cloud of witnesses” 
who gave the same positive testimony. 
Then he went to Christ in the way the 
New Testament directed, and received 
the divine assurance for himself, and 
not another. 

Yes, that is the simple fact, divested 
of all attempts at profundity and hair- 
splitting distinctions. If the funda- 
mentalist interprets Christ by ‘‘a certain 
doctrinal framework,” it is the frame- 
work set forth in the New Testament, 
proven by experience to be the true 
framework. We challenge the editor 
of the said journal to produce a single 
fundamentalist who will confess that he 
found Christ to be his Lord and Saviour 
by first mastering and accepting a pro- 
found work on Christian dogmatics. 
On the contrary, we venture the asser- 
tion that in every case the fundamen- 
talist found Christ in the New Testa- 
ment, accepted him by faith, and thus 
verified in the resultant experience 
that the New Testament Christ was the 
historic Christ, the present Christ, the 
true Christ, the saving Christ. 


Our tripod man of The Christian 
Century goes on to define the ‘‘frame- 
work’? in which the fundamentalist 
finds or places Christ. His description 
closely follows the New Testament 
characterization of Christ. In this 
respect the editor is correct; the funda- 
mentalist does believe in the Christ of 
the Bible; it was only through accepting 
Him that peace and assurance came to 
his heart and mind. Seeing how well the 
Bible is authenticated by ‘‘many in- 
fallible proofs’? (Acts 1:3), he is sure 
that the Christ of the Bible is the real 
historical Christ. If that is so, he 


knows that his faith is based on a solid 
body of facts. He is not a pragmatist, 
holding truth 7n dubio. 


The Modernist’s Mistake 


But what about the modernist’s 
conception of Christ? According to our 
deponent, ‘‘Modernism approaches Him 
as a fact of history.”’ 

Not so! Modernism does not study 
history as it really is, but warps and 
twists it to fit it into the theory of evolu- 
tion. In witness whereof we cite its 
treatment of the Old Testament history, 
by which whole sections of the narrative 
are transposed from their historical 
position to another place of much later 
date, and that solely because in that 
way it is supposed to agree better with 
the theory of evolution. That is not 
historical treatment; it is subjective 
manipulation. Just so Modernism con- 
strues Christ; in some way it must com- 
press Him into the ironclad mould of 
evolution. Thus, in interpreting Mod- 
ernism itself, our editor loses his sagacity. 

It is Fundamentalism—or, if you 
like the term better, conservatism— 
which approaches Christ as ‘‘a fact of 
history.” It finds by scientific and 
historical investigation that the New 
Testament is a historical record; there- 
fore Christ must be a real historical 
personage; and if He is that, He is 
worthy of all acceptation, for He claims 
to be the Son of God in a unique sense, 
and the Saviour of the world, and men 
find that, when they come to Him as a 
historical reality, He makes good; He 
gives assurance of pardon, truth and 
salvation. And that connotes the his- 
torical approach, and spells investigation 
and experience according to the _his- 
torical method. No! it is not the sub- 
jective method, because many, many 
persons, who once were arch doubters 
and unbelievers, have come to Christ in 
the manner above indicated, and have 
found Him to be the way, the truth, 
and the life. 
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A Double-Headed Subjectivism 
beyond a question that 
Modernism is a subjective method of 
approaching Christ, we need only to 
quote further from our editor. He says: 
“Modernism from its side, approaching 
Jesus with utter reverence for His per- 
sonality, looks with skepticism upon the 
finality of the system of concepts with 
which His first interpreters sought to 
understand Him.” 

What follows is of the same cloth, 
however much elaborated. If that is 
not subjectivism, we do not understand 
the meaning of the It is a kind of 
double-header of subjectivism.

For was 
he not God’s messenger of healing there 
in the black man’s land—had he not seen 
with his own eyes the marvels of God’s 
grace in more than 40,000 black lives in 
the Cameroun province, and had _ not 
his God said, “Lo, I am with you’’? 
God would not now forsake him, leaving 
his task undone. So he smiled, and 
waited. 
Results of Twenty Years 
For more than twenty years he 
had been the only white doctor. 
Mone, with God and a native disciple, 
he had establi hed two hospitals, 
miles apart, with seventy-eight beds 
in one and one hundred seventy-eight 
in the other. Here, without mattress 
or pillows, sheets or other linens 
(outside the operating room), the 
pitiful, sinful, suffering black folks 
had been received, their foul bodies 
cleansed, their horrible agony re- 
lieved, their fears calmed, and their 
superstitions supplanted by a living 
faith in God. How pathetically had 
they responded to the first kind look 
unknown in that

land of witch-doctors and indescrib- 
able atrocities. How quickly they 
heard, how eagerly believed! Black 


faces that had entered the hospital 
ugly, scarred, hopeless, went out from 

its doors reflecting the brightness of 
heavenly grace. Far and near went 
the news of the white man’s God 
until by thousands the people came 

to hear for themselves, and went 
away believing, to tell the glad story 
again. 

Saved by a Flock of White Chickens 

The great war broke over Europe. 
America had not yet entered. Cameroun 
was a German possession, threatened by 
the surrounding hordes of French black 
soldiers. ‘The town was finally evacuated 
and the doctor went too, a day’s journey 
behind the populace. He was overtaken 
by the dreaded black soldiers who thought 
him a German spy. His very name 
involved him, and when he drew from 
his pocket the American passport, these 
black men saw not the red official seal, 
but the eagle with spread wings, and 
never having heard of America, they 
exclaimed, “Ha! he be German bird,” 
and so prepared to shoot him and take 
his ears back to their commander. 

And there sat the doctor looking into 
the muzzles of a dozen guns, and smiling 
at the remembrance of God's, ‘‘Lo, I 
am with you.””

Mfum, the Medical Assistant 

John Bulla Mfum is the faithful 
assistant to this surprising white doctor, 
who has never had a real medical assist- 
ant in his twenty-two years in Africa, 
nor has he had the services of a trained 
nurse. His helpers are those whom he 
has himself led to God and trained for 
their task. 

Mfum receives the amazing salary of 
three dollars and a half a month. The 
patients pay from forty-five cents to 
seven dollars for an operation, and every 
sort of ghastly surgery is performed. In 
the last sixteen days before he recently 
sailed for America on furlough, Dr. 
Weber had one hundred and six opera- 
tions on ninety-six people. 

One day Mfum approached the doctor 
and said, 

“T want to start a school in the hos- 
pital.”

Abesolo, the Ten Year Old 


Among the patients who there learned 
to read and write were a mother and her 
ten year old daughter, Abesolo. They 
had been robbed on the journey to the 
hospital and were without funds or food, 
so the patients, who provide their own 
food, “chipped in,’’ dividing the con- 
tents of their wooden bowls to feed the 
girl and her mother. 

This child had an enlarged spleen and 
her abdomen was terribly distended. 
She became a Christian in the hospital 
and when she was cured she set about 
converting her mother. This accom- 
plished, she went from bed to bed 
throughout the hospital until every 
unsaved woman was converted. Then 
she went back to her village, where the 
name of Christ had not been heard, to 
give her testimony and win followers to 
the Name. 

There in Spanish Guinea, Abesolo, 


now only twelve, is building a Christian 
community. Within the last month 
Dr. Weber has received a letter from 
her, reporting thousands of converts. 


Mbonda, Who Brings 3,000 to Christ 


Mbonda was a boy who died of pneu- 
monia after having learned the way of 
God. He had been a soul winner and 
had the love of his associates, who de- 
cided upon a memorial for him. From 
his conversion at ten years to his death 
at twenty-six he had brought three 
thousand to Christ. His funeral con- 
tinued from six o'clock in the morning 
until four in the evening, and it was a 
continuous testimony meeting of those 
vho had been helped and saved by his 
efforts. 

As a fitting memorial two hundred 
and fifty of these friends volunteered to 
give thirty days apiece to evangelizing 
in their own and _ neighboring tribes. 
At the end of thirty days the volunteers 
came in with a record of two thousand 
souls. 

Thus they come, by hundreds and 
thousands, passing a rigid examination, 





meeting the tests, living a new life i 
Christ. There are now 30,000 withir 
the church and 43,000 on the waiting 
list. 


A Big Parish 

“The original church,’’ as Dr. Weber 
says, ‘‘has swarmed six times, and its 
first swarm has swarmed three times.” 
Last year 9767 were added. But the 
task is stupendous. 

One minister’s job is to 6,000 souls 
with a waiting list of 4,000. His parish 
consists of ninety-seven villages which 
he must supervise. He has trained 
something like one hundred. sixteen 
native Bible teachers and ministers to 
assist him. Last year the church pub- 
lished a call for fourteen ministers to 
reinforce the work, and two responded. 
Yet in this territory the Mohammedans 
have now two thousand missionaries 
spreading their infamous propaganda, 
while on the east and south of Dr. Weber's 
station Efulan, the cannibals still par- 
boil their victims and roll gory human 
heads into the chapel of the missionary 
as a warning against further encroach- 
ment. 


Magnifying the Teaching Ministry 


By Rev. Clarence H. Benson, Director of the Religious Education Course in the Moody Bible Institute of Chicago 


An Address before the Cook County Sunday School Convention 


HE divine call to the task of 

teaching must be recognized on 

the same plane as the call of the 

evangelist and the call of the 
preacher. This is the way it is in the 
New Testament. ‘‘He gave some apos- 
tles; and some _ prophets; and some 
evangelists; and some pastors and teach- 
ers: for the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ.’ The offices 
referred to in the text are represented 
today by evangelists, pastors, and teach- 
ers. The evangelist founds the church. 
The pastor shepherds or governs the 
church. The teacher edifies or builds 
up the church. 

There can be no question as to the 
emphasis that is placed upon the work of 
the pastor today. He is set aside exclu- 
sively for the high call of preaching. 
He is well trained in schools that exist 
for the sole purpose of preparing him for 
his task. He is ordained to the work of 
the ministry by the laying on of hands 
in a most solemn and significant cere- 
mony. His pulpit is his throne, and his 
parish, his kingdom. He is acknowledged 
—as he should be—the shepherd or 
governor of an ecclesiastical kingdom. 

There can be no question as to the 
emphasis that is placed upon the work of 
the evangelist today. He may not be 
as well trained as the pastor, but his 
importance is fully as well recognized. 
In fact, there comes a time in the year 
when the pastor himself yields his all- 
important place to the evangelist. The 
efforts of the year and the energies of 
the church are concentrated upon the 
evangelism of one man whose burning 
messages are expected to accomplish in 
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a few weeks the task of many men for 
many months. 


Evangelism Without Education 


You will never hear me say one word 
against evangelism. I am_ persuaded 
that the success of the Sunday evening 
service lies largely upon making it dis- 
tinctly evangelistic. But I am also 
convinced of the futility of evangelism 
without education. More than once in 
my ministry I have been properly re- 
buked by the admission of some convert 
that it was not my evangelistic plea that 
stirred his heart, but the reminder of 
some early instruction of a_ praying 
parent or tactful teacher. Jesus gives us 
a picture of evangelism without educa- 
tion in the parable of the sower: ‘‘They 
on the rock are they which when they 
hear, receive the word with joy; and 
these have no root, which for a while 
believe and in time of temptation fall 
away.’ Dr. Johnstone of the American 
Sunday School Union in a recent address 
at the Moody Bible Institute stressed this 
point by providing an illustration of 
evangelism in Ohio, where in thirty years 
one county had no less than fifteen 
hundred revivals, but because of the 
absence of an educational program has 
actually five hundred less church mem- 
bers today than thirty years ago. 

If there is anything that is plainly 
taught in Scripture, it is that the work 
of edifying, or teaching, is the divine 
plan of God. It is time that the Church 
of Christ was aroused to recognize and 
magnify the teaching ministry. It is 
time that the office of teacher was recog- 
nized as of equal importance to that of 
pastor and evangelist. Too long there 


has been a marvelous misapprehension 
of a mighty ministry and a tragic trifling 
of this titanic task of teaching. 
How the Jew Regarded the Teacher 

1. The office of teacher is magnified 
primarily in the work of education. Thus 
it has been from the beginning. Among 
no people has the teacher attained to 
such an exalted position as among the 
Hebrews. The Jew was taught to prefer 
his teacher to his father, and to dispute 
with a Rabbi, or to murmur against him, 
was as sinful as to murmur against God. 
The honor due to a teacher bordered on 
that due to God. It was the teacher 
and not the preacher that was distin- 
guished by the garb of the profession, 
sat in the chief seats of the synagogue, 
and was greeted in the market, ‘Rabbi, 
Rabbi.”” Of the ninety titles by which 
Christ was addressed, sixty times he 
was called ‘Rabbi,’ or ‘Teacher.”’ 
Moreover, there can be no question but 
that the apostles did more teaching 
than preaching. While the word ‘‘preach- 
ing’’ is found 143 times in the New 
Testament, the word ‘‘teaching’’ appears 
no less than 216 times. 

Teaching in the Early Church 

Again, it is evident that the work of 
the teacher in religious education was 
magnified in the early church. The 
great church historian, Philip Schaff, 
says: “It is a remarkable fact that alter 
the days of the apostles no great mission- 
aries are mentioned until the opening 
of the Middle Ages. There were no 
missionary societies, no missionary insti: 
tutions, no organized efforts in the 
Ante-Nicene Age. Yet in less than three 
hundred years after the death of the 
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disciple John, the whole population of the 
Roman Empire which then represented 
the civilized world, was nominally Chris- 
tianized.’’ The only explanation of this 
marvelous growth is that the divinely 
approved plan of child-reaching and child- 
teaching was adhered to by the im- 
mediate successors of our Lord. 


The Jesuit Movement 


It is also evident that the work of the 
teacher was, and continues to be, the 
salvation of the Roman Church. Both 
Catholic and Protestant historians are 
agreed that the religious school machin- 
ery that the Jesuits set in motion as a 
counter movement to the Protestant 
Reformation arrested its triumphant 
advances and fixed the dividing line in 
Europe as it is this day. When Prot- 
estantism threatened to sweep Romanism 
from the face of Europe, Ignatius Loyola 
and Francis Xavier conceived the plan 
of reaching after the children and rearing 
up a new generation of lovers and de- 
fenders of Rome. The supreme tools 
of the Jesuits were the schools, and 
by superior teaching the Catholics 
regained whole nations that seemed to 
have been lost. The church of Rome 
never forgot this lesson, and to this 
day magnifies the teaching ministry 
far more than the preaching ministry. 


The Hub of the Wheel 


2. But the teacher is more than an 
educator. The office of the teacher is 
also magnified in the work of extension. 
The teacher is the hub to the Sunday- 
school wheel, around which all other 
things revolve. No matter how well a 
Sunday-school may be organized, the 
teacher, the class, and the lesson will ever 
be the triune unit and the center and 
circumference of the Sunday-school. 
Successful teachers mean successful Sun- 
day-schools. 

But what do we mean by a successful 
Sunday-school? Dr. Burroughs deter- 
mines the success of a Sunday-school by 
two words—“‘reaching”’ and ‘‘teaching.” 
Certainly, today when half of our boys 
and girls are growing up without religious 
education, we must emphasize the work 
of reaching as well as the work of teach- 
ing. But the Sunday-school can best be 
extended through the teacher. We may 
survey and canvass the field, but it 
will not be the canvassers or the visitors, 
but the Sunday-school teachers that 
will eventually secure and hold the new 
scholars. 

If I was to return to the pastorate 
again, I would not devote my efforts to 
preaching, but to reaching and teaching. 
In days gone by I have added when I 
ought to have multiplied. I added 
scholars when I should have added 
teachers and multiplied scholars. Mag- 
nity the teacher and you will multiply 
the scholars. Multiply the scholars and 
you will multiply the church, because 
three-fourths of the church comes from 
the Sunday-school. 

3. But not only is the teacher an 
educator and an expansionist, but he 
'S to be further magnified in the work 
of an evangelist. 

Ten evangelists have said that the 
teacher is the key to evangelism in the 
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church. The testimony of the Sunday- 
school convert may be summed up in the 
following words: ‘‘First, I learned to 
love my teacher, then I learned to love 
my teacher’s Bible, and at last I learned 
to love my teacher’s Saviour.”’ 

The Teacher in the Adolescent Period 

Indeed, there are few converts for 
which a Sunday-school teacher is not 
in some way responsible. Statistics tell 
us that there are seven times as many 
conversions at the age of sixteen as at 
the age of six or twenty-six. While the 
parents may be near to the child of six, 
and the pastor to the adult of twenty- 
six, the Sunday-school teacher must be 
recognized as the greatest factor in the 
early adolescent period. Even when the 
scholar is converted after leaving Sunday- 
school, it is not improbable that some 
teaching and some teacher has previously 
prepared the soil for the good seed of an 
evangelist. 

Dr. Brown tells us that the revival is 
really an attempt to correct the church’s 
blunder in not holding its young people 
through the strategic teen ages and 
permitting these young people to drift 
away at the very time when God speaks 
most directly and persuasively to the 
life. These drifters become the religious 
derelicts in every community and not 
more than five per cent of them are 
brought back to the life of the church 
through the revival. 

If one-twentieth of the attention that 
is given to an evangelist might be given 
to the work of the Sunday-school teacher, 
what a mass of human wreckage might 
be avoided! God has given the teacher 
a cargo, not a derelict, to bring into port. 

4. The office of teacher is magnified 
in the work of education, extension, and 
evangelism. Last, and most important 
of all, is the work of edification. 

The word “edify”’ is found nineteen 
times in the epistles and has reference 
to building or constructing. I have 
already referred to the fact that in the 
apostolic dispensation the evangelist 
founded a church and the pastor governed 
it, but the teacher did the building. 
And is it not true to this day that the 
teacher has more to do with the con- 
struction of the church than any one 
else? A bishop of the Methodist church 


said, “If the Sunday-school were to go 
out of business, the Methodist church 
would be cut in half in fifteen years, and 
in thirty years, for all practical purposes, 
would cease to exist.’” Thus the teacher, 
the center and circumference of the 
Sunday-school, is the great church 
builder. 
The Building of a Life 

But in this instance, it is not the 
work of building up the church, but the 
individual, that I wish to magnify. 
The work of the Sunday-school teacher 
is not the making of a mind, nor is it 
limited to the saving of a soul. School 
teachers can develop an intellect, an 
evangelist can save a soul, but for the 
religious teacher there is a greater task, 
—it is the building of a life. 

It was not enough for Christ to call 
and commission His disciples. For three 
years they constituted His ‘‘teacher 
training class.’ He not only revolu- 
tionized, but he reconstructed their 
lives. The big business of the teacher 
is the work of construction. Oh, the 
great possibilities of the teacher in 
moulding and making lives! 

One of the great tragedies of the day 
in which we live is that 86 per cent of our 
boys and girls are making their life 
decisions before they are sixteen. Oh, 
for the counsel and companionship of a 
tactful teacher at this critical adolescent 
period! Statistics tell us that the first 
crime is seldom committed after sixteen. 
Where is the teacher that is willing to 
hold on to the boy and the girl through 
these all important years? Babson says 
that it is not the policeman, but the 
preacher that is the real protector of a 
community. But I say that it is the 
Sunday-school teacher that prepares 
the product that in itself is the com- 
munity’s greatest protection. 

When Bishop Fowler was asked why he 
gave up teaching men to teach boys, 
he replied, ‘‘If you were to write your 
name upon a brick so that it would 
remain, would you do it before or after 
it was baked?” 

It is left for the Sunday-school teacher 
to write the name of Christ upon the 
impressionable hearts of children as an 
enduring monument for His eternal 
praise and glory.

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A Convention of Orthodox Colleges 
At the Moody Bible Institute of Chicago, November 11-13 


URING the past two years 

there has been considerable 

discussicn through some of the 

religious periodicals, and by 
private correspondence, relative to the 
very apparent need for a better un- 
derstanding of the work to be accom- 
plished by the orthodox colleges of this 
country and for greater and more definite 
co-operation among them in order to 
realize the best success in that accom- 
plishment. 

In the first place, it has already been 
demonstrated that there is scarcely an 
individual who even claims to know 
just what, or how many orthodox col- 
leges there are in America today, or 
how many there are who desire to be 
classified as such. It has been ascer- 
tained, however, during these two years 
study of the situation that there are 
many more institutions which are favor- 
able to conservative education than 
there were common!y supposed to be, 
and it is highly desirable that each of 
these orthodox colleges should become 
acquainted with the rest and thereby 
enjoy their inspiration and co-operation 
on all lines of the same great and im- 
portant undertaking. 

But there can be no_ satisfactory 
beginning of co-operation until there is 
a meeting of the representatives of 
these conservative institutions to dis- 
cuss together the problems and diff- 
culties which are common to all. Through 
such a meeting the acquaintance of all 
can be made and a common program 
of co-operation can be _ intelligently 
formulated and adopted. Some of the 
questions arising among the different 
smaller colleges today are: 


(1) Where can we find desirable and 
satisfactory text-books to put into the 
hands of our college students in certain 
courses? 

(2) If there are no satisfactory text- 
books being published, are there enough 
colleges desiring them to justify 
their publication? 

3) What attitude shall a 
college take toward the artificial stand- 
ardization of scholarship based purely 
on a financial endowment basis? (In 
some states this requirement has already 
been advanced to $500,000 and an 
announcement has already been made 
that it is likely to be advanced to $1,- 
000,000. 

(4) What post-graduate institution 
can orthodox colleges safely patronize? 


small 


(5) Do the orthodox colleges need 
to organize themselves into an associa- 
tion for mutual protection and_ co- 
operation? 

(6) Do they need to establish a 
headquarters to act as a clearing house 
for the supplying of information desired 
by all? 

(7) Do they need to publish a journal 


of conservative scholarship in which 
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all of the interested institutions may 
publish their announcements and _ re- 
quests from time to time? 

Other questions relative to the cur- 
riculum and_ scholastic standards of 
orthodox colleges, and the exchange of 
credits, have also arisen, all of which 
should be thoroughly and frankly dis- 
cussed in a convention of the repre- 
sentatives of all of the interested insti- 
tutions. 

After much correspondence and due 
consideration, it seems that the time 
and place best suited for such a con- 
vention is about the middle of November 
in or near Chicago, and since Dr. Gray, 
of the Moody Bible Institute, has so 
generously invited the convention to 
meet in his institution at that time, it 
has been decided by the committee on 
arrangements to accept his invitation 
to meet there November 11-13, 1924. 

All institutions of college grade which 
classify, or desire to classify, as orthodox 
or conservative institutions (in the 
commonly accepted meaning of those 
terms as opposed to modernism, liberal- 
ism, evolution, etc.), are hereby in- 
vited to send at least two representatives 
to this convention. If there are those 
in any institution who are interested 
but cannot come by official appoint- 
ment, they are invited to come un- 
officially and participate in the con- 
vention. 
the faculty and board of trustees of 


This applies to members of 


any college. 


A full program is being arranged for 
the convention and prominent college 
men from the various institutions over 
the United States, both North and 
South, are expected to be present and 
to take a leading part in the discussions. 
Copies of the program will appear later 
in many of the religious papers and will 
also be sent direct to all who desire them. 
A postal card addressed to President 
C. B. Widmeyer, Pasadena College, 
Pasadena, Calif., will bring them. 


Dr. Gray assures us that the expenses 
of the delegates at the convention will 
be very small, and will not exceed $2 
a day. The financing of the convention 
will not be a burden, because no paid 
speakers are engaged, the purpose being, 
chiefly, to make it a time of discussion 
by the delegates themselves. As _ to 
whether or not there will be a permanent 
organization effected cannot be stated 
at this time, as that will be a matter 
for the convention itself to decide. 


We trust that this announcement 
an | invitation may reach every orthodox 
college in America and hope that it 
may be both possible and desirable for 
every one of them to be represented by 
one or more delegates at this conven- 
tion.

RELIGIOUS IGNORANCE 


Not joyous but grievous are the results 
of an examination of nearly 2,000 high 
school and normal students in Missouri 
as reported by Dr. George R. Crissman, 
superintendent of teacher training in 
Central Missouri State Teachers College, 
Warrensburg. He says: 

“Sixteen per cent of the high school 
students neither knew where Christ 
was born nor the name of His mother. 
Sixty per cent knew not that Peter, 
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James and John enjoyed the larger confi_ 
dence of Jesus. Seventy per cent did 
not know what to call the Sermon on the 
Mount. Sixty per cent did not know 
what Christ said about loving one’s 
neighbor. Twelve per cent did not know 
the first clause of the Lord’s Prayer. 
Sixty-five per cent did not know the 
Golden Rule. Thirty-five per cent 
thought that the book of John was 
located very close to Revelation. 


THE SECOND COMING INTEGRAL 


“The hope of Christ’s second coming 
is an integral part of our Christian faith. 
It is also a necessary part of our Christian 
faith. It is necessary from the point 
of view of our Christian faith itself. 
Christ must come again in order to 
complete and fulfill His first coming.

CHICAGO’S MURDER RECORD 


The crime commission again calls 
attention to the murder record of this 
city. It is a record which shames us in 
the eyes of the world, and presents a 
problem which we are neglecting at our 
peril. The commission points out that 
the murder trend is upward, and has been 
upward for some time. ‘‘With the excep- 
tion of Italy,’’ says the commission, 
“no other country measurably  ap- 
proaches the United States in the mur- 
derous tendency of its people, and Italy 


has one-half as many homicides per 
capita as the United States. Chicago 
has proportionately more than three 


times as many homicides as Italy. 
The Tribune has repeatedly appealed 
for a concerted and determined effort 
to deal with this over-shadowing menace. 
We have discussed and exposed its causes 
and measures of correction or cure. 
We have constantly exposed criminality 
and its extensive ramifications, its alli- 
ances and favoring conditions. And we 
shall not cease to do so until murder 
and violence are reduced to the mini- 
mum which a civilized community, a 
great city worthy of world fame, can 
self-respectingly tolerate. 


We urge again concerted action by the 
authorities and appropriate representa- 
tive bodies to map out, initiate, and carry 
on radical and comprehensive measures 
of reform.—Chicago Daily Tribune. 


A SUGGESTIVE INCIDENT 

A Jewish family went to live in a 
western town. After ten years, it is still 
the only family. With characteristic am- 
bition and earnestness the father has 
from very humble beginnings developed a 
little business, by which he has become 
the owner of his own home and is able 
to bring up his family respectably. The 
children go to the public school and are 
growing up in an American environment. 
The family has gained the respect of the 
community and the confidence of their 
neighbors. 

Yet radical prejudice is found even in 
the West. And individuals sought to 
frighten the family from the town by 
threats of bodily harm and destruction 
of property. They have had the courage 
toremain. But they have been made con- 
scious of their being ‘‘Jews’” and unac- 
ceptable to certain elements in the com- 
munity. 

One day the wife was speaking with a 
neighbor who was an active member of 
the Presbyterian church. She said. 

“T am so lonely here. We have no 
friends, we have no synagogue, and the 
only place to which I can go is the movie 
theater.” 

‘‘Why not join our Ladies’ Aid Society? 
You will get acquainted there with some 
of our people.” 

“Oh. may fe’ 

‘Why, certainly, I shall propose your 
name for membership myself.” 

And so it has come about that this Jew- 
ish mother has become one of the most 
active members of this Presbyterian 
church organization.—Quarterly of the 
Presbyterian Board of Home Mission. 


SOME PEOPLE LIKE SOLOMON’S 
FOOL 


‘‘The greatest single need of the present 
day is a double portion of the spirit of the 
older generation. We are living in a bril 
liant and versatile age, more in love with 
motion than it is interested in ends and 
terminal facilities. The necessity for 
character building, for the formation of 
habits that produce capable, dependable 
servants of the community and of the 
church, is not only a commonplace and 
familiar business, but it is a_ terribly 
slow business. Nothing has more per- 
plexed us in recent years than the preva- 
lence among the churches of an idea that 
you can produce character and form 
habits by large, spectacular, mass- 
movements. Such enterprises for exam- 
ple as was familiar in this country a few 
years ago under the name of ‘‘The World 
in Boston,” designed to teach people to 
believe in foreign missions by a_ big 
circus, a kind of fair of three weeks’ 
duration. Imagine Paul, or Luther, or 
David Livingstone trying to interest 
people in foreign missions in this fashion! 
We succeeded only in interesting a great 
many of our young people in the theatri- 
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cal profession. Perhaps the modern 
church has learned something from its 
folly. Still there are some people like 
Solomon’s fool, if you put them in a mor- 
tar you could not beat the folly out of 
them. But it seems to me, in view of the 
fact that nearly all of the novel methods 
have been tried and found wanting, that 
we are now about to return to the old 
undramatic, unspectacular business of 
character construction through the labor- 
ious process of Christian education.’’— 
Rev. Harris Elliott Kirk, D. D. 





IMPORTANCE OF ONE VOTE 

This was the subject of an address 
before the Knights of the Round Table 
of Oakland, Calif., recently. Carlos G. 
White, the speaker, said in part: 

“Some of the most important elec- 
tions in history have been decided by 
less than one vote per precinct. My 


attention was called to this some years 
ago, while acting as assistant United 
States attorney, when I found that 
prominent politicians had risked going to 
the penitentiary in order to unlawfully 
qualify individual voters, whereas the 
ordinary so-called ‘good citizen’ quite 
frequently regarded his vote of so little 
importance that he entirely neglected to 
vote. 

“‘An investigation made at that time 
revealed that a considerable percentage 
of elections are won or lost by the thing 
each citizen has within his control— 
one vote in one precinct. 

“The most. striking illustration in 
recent times is the fact that the Califor- 
nia election in 1916 when 1,045,858 votes 
were cast, the Presidential electors 
favoring the democratic candidate, car- 
ried the state by 3,339 votes out of a 
total of 5,866 precincts and it was by

LUTHERANS ON THE DEATH PEN- 
ALTY 

The Chicago Lutheran pastoral con- 
ference of the Missouri Synod, the largest 
of the Lutheran bodies, issued the follow- 
ing statement September 28, 1924: 

‘A most baffling situation confronts 
us today. On the one hand heinous and 
atrocious crimes are being committed 
in ever increasing numbers, crimes that 
shock and outrage every righteous 
citizen; on the other hand, we hear of 
persistent agitation for the abolition of 
capital punishment and a plea for mercy 
to the criminal. 

“Those favoring the abolition of 
capital punishment frequently quote 
the Bible in support of their claims. 
It is for this reason that we wish to 
emphasize the fact that capital punish- 
ment is entirely scriptural. 

“As a retribution for willful and 
premeditated murder the Bible clearly 
enjoins capital punishment. In Gene- 
sis 9:6 we read: ‘Whoso’ sheddeth 
man’s blood, by man shall his blood be 
shed; for in the image of God made he 
man.’ (This Noahic law was repeated 
to Moses, Lev. 24:17: ‘And he that 
killeth any man shall surely be put to 
death.’) 

‘Nor was this divine injunction re- 
pealed or modified in the New Testa- 
ment. On the contrary, the apostle 
Paul upholds it, when he writes to the 
Romans (13:4:) ‘He (the ruler, the govern- 
ment) beareth the sword (the instrument 
for capital punishment in those days) 
not in vain; he is the minister of God, a 
revenger to execute wrath upon him, 
that doeth evil.’ 

“And Jesus says: ‘They that take 
the sword, shall perish by the sword.’ 
He refers to the common law: ‘Draw 
the sword, perish by the sword.’ 

“The deterrent effect of capital pun- 
ishment is stressed by the apostle Paul 
in these words: ‘If thou do that which 
is evil, be afraid; for he (the ruler) bear- 
eth the sword not in vain’ (Rom. 13:4:) 
And in verse 3 of the same chapter 
we read: ‘Rulers are not a terror to 
good works, but to the evil. Wilt thou 
then not be afraid of the power?’ ”’

Stewardship: Our Ability for Christ 
Matthew 25:14-30 


Our Scripture lesson presents three 
parables, all of which were spoken for 
one purpose, namely, to teach disciples of 
Christ the necessity of being ready for 
His return. 

The first parable, Matthew 24:45-51, 
deals with the careless servant whose 
attitude of heart finds expression in the 
words, ‘“‘My Lord delayeth his coming.” 
In an unexpected moment his Lord 
returns to the confusion and loss of that 
professing servant. 

The parable of the ten virgins which 
immediately follows has the same purpose 
in view. This is succeeded by the third 
parable comprised in the Scripture verses 
given for this topic—Stewardship and 
Our Ability for Christ. 

The best possible preparation for 
intelligent understanding and discussion 
of this whole matter of stewardship may 
be obtained by the quiet, thoughtful 
reading of this complete section of 
Scripture containing these three parables. 
Our Lord is ‘“‘as a man traveling into a 
far country” (v. 14). He frequently 
refers to Himself in this way (Luke 
19:12). He has delivered unto us His 
goods in trust—His name, His king- 
dom, His church, His interests, are com- 
mitted and entrusted to His redeemed 
and believing people. Not all have the 
same measure of ability and not all 
achieve the same measure of results. 
When the man from the far country 
returned his commendation was given 
for faithfulness in service. A one-talent 
man can be as faithful as a ten-talent 
man, although he may not accomplish 
as much. 

Faithfulness in stewardship largely 
depends upon the attitude of heart and 
life toward Christ. Every servant of 
Christ should learn to say with Paul, 
‘“‘As much as in me is, I am ready.” 
One cannot say more, and should not 
say less. It involves readiness for all 
that is involved in stewardship, separa- 
tion, sacrifice and service, all of which 
are expressions of faithfulness to the 
commission of our Lord. This is the 
spirit that God can bless. This blessing 
so enriches and suffices that the Chris- 
tian believer enters into the experience 
of the apostle who said, “I can do all 
things through Christ who strengthens 


me. 


November 16 
Stewardship: Our Money for Christ 
Malachi 3:16;%2 Corinthians 8:1-7 

Many appeals for money have been 
based on the first of these two Scriptures. 


Malachi 3:10 should be memorized and 


pondered. It is an enlargement of 
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Proverbs 12:25 which declares that 
“The liberal soul shall be made fat.”’ 
The last word in this quotation denotes 
an abundance of spiritual blessing as 
used for example in Psalm 63:5, ‘‘My 
soul shall be satisfied as with marrow and 
fatness.’’ It is quite true of human 
experience that liberality enlarges the 
capacity of the human soul to receive 
blessing from God, and this capacity 
determines the measure of His gifts. 

There are many ways of spending 
money. The worst kind of expenditure 
is that for ostentation and show, a yield- 
ing to the love of display. The next 
lowest is the expenditure for eating and 
drinking of superfluous things. The 
drug store and the ice cream _ parlor 
concoctions are a temptation and menace 
to many. Dimes and quarters soon run 
up into dollars, the aggregate of which 
amounts to millions of dollars. Over 
against this is the sad fact that two- 
thirds of the earth’s inhabitants have 
not vet heard of Him who can save to 
the uttermost. Expenditure for personal 
culture and education, for research 
work in combating disease, or improving 
working conditions in the realm of indus- 
try, and for the beautifying of cities and 
communities is most commendable. 

For the true Christian, the child of 
God born from above, the stewardship 
of money must be considered in the light 
of New Testament Scripture. The 
MacedonianChristians are good examples. 
According to verse 5 of our Scripture 
text they gave their own selves to the 
Lord and then gave of their substance 
according to the will of God. Such 
conduct is the result of a gracious opera- 
tion within the heart and is referred to in 
verse 7 as a grace in itself, just the same 
as faith, spiritual knowledge and effec- 
tive testimony. In this same verse there 
is an appeal to abound in this grace of 
liberality because according to the fol- 
lowing verse it proves the sincerity of our 
love. Take this last phrase, ‘‘The sin- 
cerity of our love,”’ and apply it honestly 
to our topic. It may work a revolution 
within. It is written, ‘‘No word of God 
shall be void of power.’

Stewardship: Our Prayers for Christ's 
World 


Matthew 6:9-13 


What the Committee on Topics had 
in mind when they used the words 
“Christ’s World’? we may not know. 
Certainly there is no warrant for this in 
Scripture. The Bible plainly teaches 
that there is a great difference between 
Christ’s Church, composed of regenerated 
believers, and the unbelieving world 
in which the Church is. It plainly asserts 
that Christ gave Himself to deliver 
us from this present evil world (Gal. 
1:4) and that the world lieth in wicked- 
ness, or, as the Revised Version trans- 
lates it, ‘‘The whole world lieth in the 
evil one” (1 John 5:19). The distinction 
between the Church and the world is 
accentuated by reference to such con- 
trasts as “day and night,’’ “‘light and 
darkness,”’ “‘life and death’’ (1 Thess 
5:4-10; John 5:24; John 8:12; Acts 26-18). 
These distinctions are consistently main- 
tained all the way through Scripture. 

In the great prayer of our Lord re- 
corded in John 17 we hear Him saying: 
“T pray not for the world, but for them 
which thou hast given me out of the 
world.’’ The primary need of the world 
is not prayer, but godly example and 
holy living. To this the members o! the 
Church are called, and for the mainten- 
ance of this prayer is needed; hence the 
words of Christ, ‘‘I pray for them.” 

To obliterate these plain Scripture 
distinctions seems to be part of the pro- 
gram of Modernism. In place of this 
there is substituted a false teaching 
concerning the Fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man. Thus the neces- 
sity of redemption through the atoning 
work of Christ and of individual reg«ner- 
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Spirit = lost sight of and the true charac- 
ter of » Church ignored.

To this same 
end we are directed to pray for rulers

In His Steps (12) 
What Jesus Said About Forgiveness 


Matthew 6:14, 15; 18:21-35 


In Luke 7:40-50 our Lord taught that 
forgiveness is a matter of grace. The 
words of verse 42 ‘nothing to pay” 
truly describe our condition. Sin is 
regarded as a debt toward God as well 
ae a departure from God. ‘‘All have 
sinned and fallen short.’’ In the light 
of this fact read again the words of verse 
42, “when they had nothing to pay he 
freely forgave them.’”’ This reminds us 
of other Scriptures such as Titus 3:5, 
“Not by works of righteousness which 
we have done, but according to his mercy 
he saved us,’’ and Ephesians 2:8, “‘By 
grace are ye saved through faith.” 

Our Lord taught that forgiveness was 
by blood—life poured out unto death 
(Matt. 26:28). Modernists who talk 
of blood atonement as having its origin 
with Paul need to ponder this verse. It 
harmonizes with and sanctions the oft 
repeated statement of Scripture, ‘‘With- 
out shedding of blood there is no remis- 
sion.’ This truth is so woven into the 
Scripture that to take it out would be to 
destroy the very structure of Scripture 
and deprive it of its chief message. 

Again in Luke 24:46-48 our Lord 
taught that forgiveness is offered to all 
through Him. The apostle referred to 
this when he wrote to his converts the 
words found in 1 John 2:12, ‘Your 
sins are forgiven you for his name’s 
sake.”’ In that name there is virtue and 
value, power and authority. 

Another plain teaching of our Lord is 
that it is our duty as Christians to for- 
give one another even as God for Christ's 
sake has forgiven us. Any refusal to do 
this is an indication that one has not 
received the Spirit of Christ, or is not 
living a true Christian life. Our forgive- 
ness of others should not only be prompt, 
but without limit, or, to use the Master’s 
words, “‘unto seventy times seven.” 
Our disposition and attitude must always 
be that of willingness to forgive any 
wrong done against us.

Question: Is Christ Himself the 
Rock of Matthew 16:18, or is Peter’s 
confession the rock? 

Answer: Your interpretation of Mat- 
thew 16:18 is quite satisfactory. Christ 
Himself is the Rock upon which the 
church is being built. But the particular 
thing emphasized in this text is the 
deity of Christ, or Christ as the unique 
Son of God. This confession of Peter 
differentiates Christ from all other 
beings, and it is this confession of faith in 
Himself that Christ here — specifically 
indorsed. i 


EXTENT OF GOD’S LOVE

Questions: (1) Does God love the 
whole world, or only those who believe on 
Christ? (2) In what sense did He love 
Jacob and hate Esau? 

Answers: (1) Although God in Christ 
loves the Church in a special way (Eph. 
5:25-27), His love embraces all man- 
kind (John 3:16). (2) Not in the sense 
of bitterness or anger, but only in the 
sense that He chose to hand down the 
birthright in the line of Jacob.

Question: I like to dance, play 
cards, and go to theaters, and the major- 
ity of my Christian friends believe there 
is no harm in these pleasures so long as 
you conduct yourself properly. What is 
your opinion? 

Answer: Such a problem is not de- 
cided by what one likes, or even by the 
majority of your Christian friends. The 
question, for the Christian, is not chiefly 
moral, but spiritual, hence would it not 
be wiser to be guided by those who are 
spiritually minded, rather than by 
those who are worldly minded? The 
question, moreover, is not simply whether 
it harms you, but also whether your 
example may not cause some weaker 
brother to fall. But confining our answer 
to the personal harmfulness of these 
amusements, we have observed that 
Christians who indulge in them week 
after week and year after year make 
little, if any, growth in grace and knowl- 
edge. Such Christians do not really 
enjoy prayer and Bible study and devote 
little time to them. Furthermore the 
atmosphere of the ballroom or of the 
theater is not conducive to the health 
of the spiritual life, and frequently not 
of the physical life. God cannot make 
much use ofa card playing, dancing, thea- 
ter-going Christian. They unfit him for 
spiritual service. Such Christians are 
seldom, if ever, fully dedicated to God 
and willing to make personal sacrifices 
in His service. The pleasure which you 
say you derive from these worldly 
amusements cannot compare with 
Christ’s joy and peace, which He will 
give to you if you would wholly devote 
yourself to the doing of His good will.

The Feeding of the Five Thousand 
John 6:1-15 


Golden Text:—‘‘I am the bread of 
life.”’"—-John 6:35. 
In the previous chapter Jesus showed 


Himself to be the source of life. He here 

proves Himself to be the sustainer of life. 
I. Jesus’ Compassion for the Mul- 

titude (vv. 1-4; cf. Matt. 14:14). 

The sight of the crowd always incited 
the Lord’s sympathy. He knew that 
they were as shepherdless sheep (Mark 
6:34). They were going forth with no 
one to care for them. Besides, they were 
ignorant, so much so that they had no 
appreciation of Him. Added to this, 
was their physical hunger. This condi- 
tion aroused the Saviour’s pity. This is 
true of the multitude today. The crowd 
surges about us daily as shepherdless 
sheep. There is no one to care for them. 
Then, too, they are ignorant. Sin has 
so thoroughly blinded them, that they 
are not conscious of their lost condition. 
Down: deep in their hearts is a hunger 
for truth and God. The millions of earth 
are hungering for Christ, though ignorant 
of their real needs. The human heart 
can never find rest apart from Christ. 

II. The Lord’s Conference with 
the Disciples Touching the People’s 
Need (vv.5-9) 

This was not done for His benefit, 
for He knew what He would do (v. 6). 
He is equal to any occasion. His object 
in this conference may be summed up 
as follows: 

1. To Teach Them Their Sense of 
Obligation to the Multitude. Men are 
slow to recognize their obligation to the 
great shepherdless multitudes. We need 
to be taught the wonderful truth that 
God has made man His partner in the 
salvation of the world. We are workers 
together with God (2 Cor. 6:1). It is a 
most solemn obligation to co-operate 
with Him in saving the millions who are 
groping in darkness. God will hold us 
responsible for the execution of the charge 
to be our brother’s keeper. 

2. To Teach Them Their True Help- 
lessness in the Face of Such Great Needs. 
The loaves and fishes were as nothing 
in the presence of five thousand men 
besides women and children. Well might 
Andrew exclaim. ‘‘What are these among 
so many?’’ We may plant and water, 
but the increase entirely comes from God. 
Itisa good thing to realize our true needs, 
that we may be driven to Christ, who is 
able to sipply them all. 

3. To Teach Them That Their Suf- 
ficiency is ‘rom the Lord. The mission 


worker needs to know that Christ is the 
only sou of supply. Without Him 
we can ¢o nothing (John 15:1-8). We 
can no more carry on the work ourselves 
than the »ranch can bear fruit without 
the vine. The branch supplies the life 
and strencth for the production of fruit.

-‘hmetic is of no use in the face 


of such need. The Lord Jesus has all 
power. We should not count any case 
too hard for Him. He can even soften 
the hardest heart. May we put our 
trust in Him! 

III. The Lord’s Method of Ac- 
complishing His Work (vv. 10-13). 

We observe here the orderliness of 
Christ’s work. He does everything de- 
cently and in order. He pauses to give 
thanks for their scanty supply, teaching 
us that we should always bring our 
abilities and gifts to God, that He might 
bless them to His use. 

1. The Lord’s Part Was to Bless and 
Break the Bread; even to Create the 
Needed Supply. This part the disciples 
could not perform. The Lord must 
begin the work. The same kind of bread 
was provided for all, rich and poor, young 
and old, women and children. 

2. The Disciples’ Part Was to Dis- 
tribute that Which He had Blessed and 
Consecrated. This is true of the mis- 
sionary today. His part is to take from 
the hands of the Lord that which He 
has blessed and consecrated, and dis- 
tribute it among the starving multitudes. 
We are not responsible for the supply; 
but we are responsible for its distribu- 
tion to all those who are hungering and 
perishing for the bread of life. 

3. The People’s Part Was to Sit Down 
and Eat. They had no part in the pro- 
vision, neither its distribution; but only 
to take from the hands of the disciples 
and eat. This is exactly our situation. 
The people are responsible for the taking 
and eating of the bread of life. Obedi- 
ence is their part. This is an illustration 
of the part obedience plays in our salva- 
tion. ‘‘When all had eaten to the full, 
much was left,’’ illustrating the super- 
abundance of Christ’s salvation. The 
gospel is ample for the salvation of the 
world. 

IV. The Effect (v. 14). 

The people recognized Him at once 
as the Prophet who should come. They 
believed Him for His works’ sake. 





November 16 
Peter’s Confession 
Matthew 16:13-24 


Golden Text:—‘‘Thou art the Christ, 
the Son of the living God.’’—Matthew 
16:16. 

The time has now come for the King 
to take account of His ministry. 

This confession in some sense marks 
the turning point in Christ’s ministry. 
Hereafter it is more restricted to His 
disciples. Two reasons are sufficient 
why this should be (vv. 1-12). (1) The 
Pharisees and Sadducees show their 
attitude towards Him in their demand 
for a sign. His answer is that none shall 
be given save that of His death and 
resurrection, as symbolized in the ex- 
periences of the prophet Jonah. (2) 
The disciples show their inability to 


understand the spiritual nature of His 
teaching. When He warned them ot 
the leaven of the Pharisees and Sad- 
ducees they understood Him to refei 
to bread, when He meant their doctrine. 
It was at this crisis when Christ turned 
from the nation which had rejected Him 
that Peter made this great confession. 
It was made in the borders of Caesarea- 
Philippi, practically Gentile territory. 

I. Occasion of the Confession (vv. 
13-16). 

Two questions of Christ provoked 
this confession: 

1. The Question as to the Opinion of 
People Concerning Him. 

They recognized Him as a_ teacher 
or a prophet of more than human auth- 
oritv and power. Today, as then, there 
isa diversity of opinion among the people 
as to Jesus Christ. Some think He is 
only a man; others, that He is a great 
teacher, but nothing more. Had He 
been content with this He would not have 
been molested in Jerusalem, for the Jews 
willingly acknowledged Him as more 
than a human teacher. It was His per- 
sistent claim to be the God-man, the 
Son of God, that sent Him to the cross. 

2. The Second Question Involved the 
Personal Opinion of the Disciples Con- 
erning Him. To be able to tell what 
others think of Jesus is not enough; there 
must be definite, correct and personal 
belief in Him. 

II. The New Body, the Church, 
Announced (vv. 17-20). 

Peter had made a noble confession ot 
Christ, so now Christ confessed Him. 
If we confess Christ He will confess us 
(Matt. 10:32, 33). Christ declared His 
intention of bringing into existence a 
new body to the members of which He 
will give eternal life, and to whose hands 
He will entrust the keys of the kingdom. 
Peter was to have a distinguished place 
in this body. The keys entrusted to: 
Him were used on the day of Pentecost, 
and again in the case of Cornelius. Asso- 
ciation in this new body cannot be 
broken by death, for the gates of Hades 
shall not prevail against it. This body, 
the Church, is of a heavenly origin, a 
heavenly calling, and a heavenly in- 
heritance. 

III. The Cross, the Way to the 
Throne (vv. 21-33). 

This was, no doubt, startling to the 
disciples. They did not realize that 
redemption was to be accomplished 
through the passion of the cross. So 
unwelcome was this announcement that 
Peter cried, ‘‘This shall not be unto thee.”’ 
Peter later saw through this darkness. 
to the glory on the hilltop beyond. A 
new hope then filled his breast (1 Pet. 
1:3, 4). Victory through death is yet 
the stumbling block of many. Many 
are stumbling over the doctrine of salva- 
tion and redemption through the suffer- 
ing of the cross. All such are under the 
control of the Devil (v. 23). The Devil 
hates salvation by blood. 

IV. The Cost of Discipleship (vv. 
24-27). 

To follow Christ means suffering. To- 
follow Him is to turn one’s back upon 
the world. Life can only be saved by 
losing it. If we are going to be Christians. 
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we st share Christ’s suffering. We 
cann: go to heaven on flowery beds of 
ease. 


ie ere Must be Denial of Self (v. 24). 
There is a wide difference between self- 
denia! and denial of self. Self-denial is 
practiced everywhere by all people, but 
only the disciples of Christ or Christian 
people deny self.

The Transfiguration 
Luke 9:28-36 

Golden Text:—‘'This is my 
Son: hear him.’’-—Luke 9:35. 

While it is true that in this lesson the 
disciples are witnesses of Christ’s glory, 
the full truth is that the manifestation 
of Christ in glory was to give to the dis- 
couraged disciples a foregleam of the 
Messianic kingdom. The hopes of the 
disciples were crushed when Christ 
announced His death on the cross. They 
were unable to see how victory could 
issue from death. 

Jesus took with Him Peter, James, 
and John and went into the mountain 
to pray. His chief aim in retirement 
was to get the disciples apart and into 
a state of receptivity so that He might 
show them the method of the kingdom. 
Before going to the mountain He declared 
that there were some standing in His 
presence who would not taste of death 
till they should see the Son of man com- 
ing in His kingdom (Luke 9:27; Matt. 
16:28). That their drooping spirits might 
be revived and their confidence restored, 
He is transfigured before them. Two 
men from the upper world are sent to 
converse with Him about His approach- 
ing death in Jerusalem (v. 31)—the very 
thing about which the disciples refused 
to talk. Then, too, God's own voice 
was heard in words of approval of Christ’s 
course, directing them to hear the 
Master. Surely they cannot doubt His 
ability now to carry into execution His 
kingdom plans. The purpose, then, of 
the transfiguration is to give the disciples 
a foregleam of the coming kingdom, 
to enable them to see the kingdom in 
embryo. That this is true is not only 
shown by the context and circumstances

but by the inspired interpretation of 
one who was with Him and knew all 
that transpired. Peter said, ‘For we 


did not follow cunningly devised fables 
when we imade known unto you the 
power an] coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, but we were eyewitnesses of his 
Majesty, for he received of God the 
Father honor and glory when there came 


such a \ to him from the excellent 
glory; Thi. is my beloved Son in whom 
Tam well pleased: and this voice we our- 
selves heard come out of heaven, when 
we were th him in the holy mount. 


And we h the word of prophecy made 
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more sure; whereunto ye do well that ye 
take heed, as unto a lamp shining in a 
dark place, until the day dawn, and the 
day-star arise in your hearts’’ (2 Pet. 
1:16-19, R. V.). To those who believe 
in the inspiration of the Bible these words 
are final. Let us therefore note the out- 
standing features of the kingdom as 
displayed in the transfiguration: 

I. Jesus Christ the Glorified King 
on Mt. Zion (v. 29). 


The glorified King on this mount was 


intended to symbolize the Messianic 
kingdom when Christ returns to the 
Mount of Olives in Jerusalem (Zech. 


14:4-17). This is still in the future, and 
will be literally fulfilled. 

II. The Glorified Saints with Christ 
(vv. 30, 31). 

1. Moses, Who Was Once Denied an 
Entrance into Palestine, appears now 
in glory, representing the redeemed of 
the Lord who shall pass through death 
into the kingdom. Many thousands of 
the redeemed have fallen asleep and at 
the coming of the Lord shall be awakened 
to pass into the kingdom. 

2. Elijah, now Glorified, Represents 
the Redeemed Who Shall Pass into the 
Kingdom through Translation. Many 
shall be living upon the earth when the 
Lord shall come, and shall without dying 
be changed, and thus pass into the king- 
dom (1 Cor. 15:50-53; 1 Thess. 4:14-18). 

3. They Talk of the Very Thing Which 
the Disciples Refused to Believe, Name- 
y, the Death of Christ. 

III. Israel, in the Flesh, in Con- 
nection with the Kingdom, Repre- 
sented by Peter, James, and John 
(v. 28). 

Israel shall be called from their hiding 
place among all nations of the earth and 
shall be gathered to Jesus Christ the 
King, as the central people in the king- 
dom (Ezek. 37:21-27) 

1. Peter Proposes to Build Three 
Tabernacles (v. 33). The Feast of 


Tabernacles looked forward to the glori- 
ous reign of Christ. Peter caught a 
glimpse of the significance of the trans- 
figuration. His proposition showed that 
he thought of the Feast of Tabernacles, 
and therefore of the millennium. 

2. The Divine Voice (v. 35). At this 
time God Himself uttered His words, 
assuring them that this One in glory was 
His Son Jesus Christ. 

IV. The Multitude at the Foot of 
the Mountain (vv. 37-43). 

This is representative of the nations 
which shall be brought into the kingdom 
which shall be estiblished over Israel. 
See Isaiah 11:10-12. The people here 
were grievously oppressed by the Devil. 
There are times when the Devil is espe- 
cially active in his oppression of men. 
About the time of Christ’s first coming 
he did his best to harass men. Just 
before Christ’s coming again he will be 
especially active, for he knows that his 
time is short.

Luke 10:25-37 

Golden Text:—‘‘Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart and 
with all thy soul and with all thy strength, 
and with all thy mind; and thy neighbor 
as thyself.’”—Luke 10:27.

The Lawyer’s Question (v. 25).

The lawyer’s ob- 
ject was to trap Jesus—to induce Him 
to take such a stand as would weaken 
His influence as a teacher. He expected 
Jesus to set forth some new ceremonies 
which would conflict with or disparage 
the law. 
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2. Jesus’ Question (v. 26). Though 
Jesus knew the motive of the lawyer he 
did not evade his question. He sent 
him to the law, the field which was 


familiar him. He thus was robbed 
of his own weapon. 

3. The Lawyer’s Reply (v. 27 He 
made an intelligent answer declaring 
that the entire content of the law was 


embraced in love to God and man. This 


to 


expresses the whole of human duty. 
4. Jesus’ Reply (v. 28). This straight- 
forward answer went to the heart of the 
lawver. Perfect to God and man 
is truly the way of life. No man has yet 
had or can have such His sinful 
condition precludes its possibility. Man's 
failure to measure up to this requirement 
is his condemnation. The lawyer keenly 
felt this thrust. He was defeated on 
his own grounds and convicted of guilt. 

II. Who Is My Neighbor (vv. 29-37)? 

1. The Lawyer’s Question (v. 29), 
This question reveals the insincerity of 
the lawyer. Christ's answer had reached 
his conscience, and now he seeks to escape 
the difficulty by asking a captious ques- 
tion. Lawyer-like he to get off 
by raising a question meaning 
of words. 

Jesus’ Answer 30-37) This 
more than answered the lawyer's ques- 
tion. In the parable of the Good Samar- 
itan He makes clear who is a neighbor, 
and also what it means to be a neighbor,

answer had a double meaning. He not 
only made clear who is my neighbor, 
but made it clear that the lawyer was 


not playing the neighbor. He thus was 
convicted of not having been a neighbor. 

(1) Who is my neighbor? This desti- 
tute and wounded man left on the high- 
way by the robbers is the man who needs 
a neighbor. My neighbor, therefore, is 
the one who needs my help, whether he 


lives next door or on the other side 
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the world. Those who have the Spirit 
of Christ can see their neighbors on 
every hand. 

(2) What being a neighbor means. 
Our supreme concern should not be 
“Who is my neighbor?” but ‘Whose 
neighbor am [?”’ To be a neighbor is, 
(a) To be on the lookout fo~ those in need 
of our help (v. 33 (b) To have com- 
passion on the needy (v. 33). Christ’s 
compassion was aroused as He came 
into contact with those who were suffer- 
ing and in need. All those who have 
His nature will be likewise moved. (c) 
To give to those in need (v. 34). Many 
are willing to give money to help the 


poor and needy, but are unwilling to per- 
sonally minister to them. Many times 
the personal touch is more important 
then the material aid. We oats give 
ourselves as well as our money. (d) To 
bind up wounds 34). (e) To set the 
helpless ones on our beasts while we walk 
(v. 34) This is proof that love is genu- 
ine. Christians will deny themselves in 
order to have something to give to those 


who have need. This kind of sympathy 


is greatly needed today. f) To bring 
to the inn and take care of the unfortu 
nate (v. 34). Genuine love does not 
leave its service incomplete. Much 
Christian service is partial and then 
leaves a man to take care of himself. 
(g) To give money (v. 35). It costs a 


good deal to be a neighbor. Love is the 
most expensive thing in the world. It 
cost God His only Son. It cost Christ 


His life. May we go and do likewise!

While it is Day (vv. 1-5). 
1. The Disciples’ Problem (vv. 1, 2).

Therefore they argued that this man’s 
blindness proves sin. They recognized, 
that the effect of sin is sometimes 
hereditary. This they no doubt inferred 
from the second commandment (Ex. 
20:5). The implication is that they held 
the view that men have a pre-existence, 
and that suffering in this life may be the 
result of sins committed in that pre- 
existent state. Many today are disposed 
to associate sickness, disease, and all 
sorts of calamities with judgment for 
sin.

Ill. The Man’s Testimony (vv. 
18-38). 

In his testimony we have a fine ex- 
ample of the development of faith. The 


opening of this man’s eves aroused in- 
quiry among his neighbors. When a 
man’s spiritual eyes are opened there 
will be a stir among his friends. While 
they are debating and investigating the 
matter he gives his testimony. 


1. He Testifies to His Personal Ident- 
ity (v. 9). 

‘This was very easy. His self-con- 
sciousness enabled him to know that 


he was the same man who was born blind. 

2. He Testifies as To How It Was 
Done (vv. 11, 15). So definite was his 
experience that he was able to tell just 
how it was done. When he repeated it 
there was no conflict. 


3. He Testifies That the One Who 
Opened His Eyes Was a Prophet (v. 17) 
4. He Testifies That This Healer No 


Doubt Was Sent of God (vv. 30-33), 
and is the greatest worker of miracles 
since the world began. 

5. Finally, He Worships Him As the 
Son of God. 

IV. The Results of His Confession. 


1. As to the People, They Were Di- 
vided in Sentiment. Some believed He 
was from God because of His works; 
others that He was a sinner because He 
did His work on the Sabbath day. 

As to the Man, They Cast Him 
Out. But being cast out by men he 
found himself in the arms of Jesus. It 
is quite often true that separation from 
human fellowship results in more vital 
fellowship with Jesus. Had he not been 
cast out by man perhaps he never would 
have experienced the deeper fellowship 
of Jesus. He is led on to a deeper faith. 
He first saw Him as a miracle worker, 
then as a prophet, and finally as the Son 
of God, and when he perceived Him 
to be the Son of God he worshiped Him. 
Faithful testimony will often result in 
ostracism from even religious people, 
but whatever the cost we must be faith- 
ful. Those who manifest their fidelity 
will experience His love. 

This whole lesson may be viewed from 
three angles: 

As an acted parable of the life that 
issues in faith in Christ, an illustration 
of the spiritual sphere in terms of the 
physical sphere. 

2. A testimony to the deity of our 
Lord. This testimony is three-fold: 

(1) The miracle itself, an unheard of 
work, that a man born blind should 
receive his sight; (2) the unwilling ad- 
missions of the enemies themselves who 
made a public and official investigation; 
(3) the testimony of the man _ himself 
and that of his parents.

2 Kings 6-8 
1. The Stratagem at Dothan, 6:8-23 


The incident in verses 1 to 7 seems 
an interpolation; and some think it be- 
longs at chapter 4:38 in connection with 
the two miracles, having a somewhat 
similar occasion. ‘‘Swim”’ (v. 6) is in the 
Hebrew the same as “‘float,’’ and tne 
idea seems to be that by throwing the 
stick into the water the iron was caused 
to come to the surface where the young 
man could get it. 

It is difficult to say when the event 
of verse 8 occurred, but it is assumed in 
the reign of Jehoram, with which we 
have been dealing since Elisha’s ministry 
began. At a time when the Syrians were 
intending to encamp at a particular spot, 
and attack the Israelites as they passed 
by, the prophet gave warning to Jehoram, 
which enabled the latter to station troops 
in the threatened position and frustrate 


their plans (vv. 8-10). See Lange's 
Commentary. 
This disconcerted the Syrian king, 


and, learning the truth of the matter, 
he tried to get hold of Elisha (vv. 11-14). 
_ The “servant” of verse 15, is not Gehazi. 
To “open the eyes” (v. 17) meant to give 
that soul-vision which the bodily mem- 
“bers can never behold. The ‘‘horses and 
chariots of fire’’ were the symbols of 
Jehovah’s* presence and might. ‘“‘Blind- 
ness’ (v. 18) is not absolute loss of sight, 
but an inability to recognize the prophet. 
i Elisha’s words (v. 19) are not an un- 
truth, as his real residence was Samaria: 
and in the end he led them to himself, 
mot to harm them, but repay evil with 
(vv. 21-23). His inquiry ofthe 
king (v. 22) presents difficulty, but prob- 
ably means “‘could’st thou be ‘justified

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2. The Famine in Samaria, 6:24-7:20 

An interval of some time must be 
considered since the close of verse 23. 
The famine caused by the siege was in- 
tense as gathered by the price paid for 
the meanest food (v. 25). ‘‘Dove’s dung”’ 
is understood by some as an insignificant 
species of peas resembling it. 

The king’s putting the blame on the 
prophet (vv. 30, 31) recalls what episode 
in Elijah’s time? Verse 33 suggests that 
the king, who had doubtless followed 
his messengers, had repented of his threat 
against Elisha, but nevertheless had lost 
hope in Jehovah. 

This brings forth the new promise of 


8:1, 2. The remainder of the chapter 
presents no difficulties, but we should 
note the fulfilled prediction in verses 


19 and 20. 
3. The End of Ben-hadad’s Reign, 
8:1-15 

The event referred to (vv. 1-6) doubt- 
less took place sometime before this, as 
the records of Elisha’s ministry are not 
arranged chronologically. Compare 4:38 
for the period. Gehazi’s appearance 
(vv. 4, 5) further strengthens the thought 
that it was before his offense and punish- 
ment by leprosy. 

The event that follows is tragical 
indeed (vv. 7-15). Hazael, though not 
related to Ben-hadad, had been the divine 
choice as his successor (1 Kings 19:15). 
When Elisha says the king may recover, 
vet he shall surely die, he is telling the 
exact truth, as verse 15 portrays. Had 
Hazael not murdered him he would have 
lived. It was Elisha who looked at 
Hazael until the latter was ashamed, 
as he might well have been (v. 11).

To quote Anstey: “The Holy Spirit 
will not have him for a son of David. He 
is an imp of the house of wicked Omri, 
and as such a son of 42 years, which was 
exactly the age of that dynasty.’’ Con 
pare Psalm 109:13-15. Note, too, that 
this interpretation is confirmed by Mat- 
thew (1:8), who omits him from the kings 
of Judah, saying that Jehoram his father 
begat Uzziah, his great, great grandson, 
the fourth in the direct line of descent. 
Compare here Exodus 20:5. 

Like his father, he was a wicked man 
(9:16-18), and the fruit of his grandfather 
Jehoshaphat’s compromising attitude 
towards Israel. (Compare 9-18). The 
reference to his mother (v. 26) is not 
contradictory, as ‘‘daughter’’ may some- 
times be rendered ‘‘granddaughter’”’ in 
translating Hebrew. He was closely 
affiliated with his uncle, king of Israel 
(vv. 28, 29), and this led ultimately to 
his unnatural death in the next chapter. 


2. Jehu Anointed and Proclaimed 
King, 9:1-13 

Elijah received the commission from 
God to anoint Jehu (1 Kings 19:16), 
but he was fulfilling it in his successor, 
as the latter was doing so in the repre- 
sentative of the school of the prophets 
whom he sent on the divine errand (vv. 
1, 2). Jehu’s father is not the Jehosha- 
phat of Judah (1 Kings 22:4). 

This Jehu is a military commander 
in Israel, perhaps next to the king and, 
as the sequel shows, a bold and popular 
one. He is now in the company of his 
fellow-captains near the scene of battle 
where Joram left them when he went to 
Jezreel wounded. These captains recog- 
nize the validity of his anointing and by 
laying their garments on the steps for 
him to mount on, do him obeigance as 
they sound the trumpets of proclamation 
(vv. 11-13). 


3. His Conspiracy Against Joram. 
vv. 14-16. 
The army is not informed of what is 
transpiring (v. 15), but Jehu and a few 
followers advance upon Jezreel, and (he 


king (v. 16). The latter thinks he 1s 
bringing news of the battle after he had 
left (vv. 17-21), but he is soon undeceis ed 
(vv. 22-23). ‘The whoredoms of Vy 
mother’? (Jezebel) doubtless meant r 
idolatry with Baal. ‘The Lord laid ‘is 
burden upon him” (v. 25), means “he 
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Lo: . uttereth this prophecy against him.”’ 
(Se. 1 Kings 21.) Be not deceived by 
the .hought that Jehu is doing all this 
oul »! zeal for God, as the sequel shows 
tha: zeal for Jehu was the stronger 
moiive. 


4. ine Murder of Ahaziah and Jeze- 
bel, vv. 27-37. 


Chronicles 22:8 gives other details 


of .\haziah’s death which, for want of 
light, are difficult to reconcile with the 
record, and which therefore must be 
passed over. Another difficulty is the 
discrepancy as to the date when he be- 
gan to reign, whether it was the eleventh 
year to Joram (v. 29) or the twelfth as 
stated previously (8:25); but the explana- 


tion may be that he reigned with his 
father for one year before the latter’s 
death. The probable reason for this is 
in 2 Chronicles 21, the last verse. 

For the oe of Jezebel’s chal- 
lenge to Jehu (v. 31) see 1 Kings 16:9. 

The Slaughter of the Families of 

Ahab and Ahaziah, 10:1-14. 

The ‘‘70 sons” of Ahab (v. 1) mean 
doubtless his grandsons and all who 
might have any pretense to the throne. 
Jehu asks the men in authority at the 
capital (Samaria) and the summer pal- 
ace (Jezreel) to place any of these on 
the throne, and rally to his support if 
they chose (vv. 2, 3); but they are afraid 
to do so, and instead surrender to Jehu 
(vv. 4, 5). Then he bids them go further 
(vv. 6, 7); and subsequently uses their 
deed as an argument before the people 
that the leaders are on his side, and that 


the word of the Lord is fulfilled in his 
accession (vv. 8:10). The slaughter of 
the relatives of Ahaziah follows (vv. 
12-14). 


6. The Destruction of the Prophets 
of Baal, vv. 15-28. 


Of Jehonadab we read in Jeremiah 34. 
He seems to have been an honorable man 
in Israel, a worshiper of the true God, 
whose presence with Jehu contributed 
to the latter’s influence with the people 
(vv. 15, 16). This part of our story 
shows that, although Baal’s worship 
received a serious setback in the days 
of Elijah, yet it had been restored to 
practically its former power in the king- 
dom (vv. 18-28). 

Jehu’s real character is shown in verse 
29, in the face of which one is astonished 
to read verse 30. But God was dealing 
with him as one who was hired for what 
he did. Had his heart been right with 
God his kingdom might have been es- 
tablished for generations, but as it was 
he could not complain. 

God now begins His final work in 
Israel (vv. 32, 33). The time is coming 
when the axe will fall at the root of the 
tree and the whole nation be carried 
away for its iniquity; but intimations 
of this are sent to warn and, if possible, 
bring them to repentance.

ANOTHER CENTURY OF ISRAEL 
AND JUDAH 
2 Kings 11-14 

1. Joash of Judah, Chapters 11, 12. 

The chief events of this reign are the 
rescue of the infant king from the mur- 
derous grandmother (11:1-3); the coup 
d’ etat of the high priest by which he was 
raised to the throne (vv. 4-16); the re- 
forms of the high priest as regent of the 
kingdom (vv. 17-21); the repairing of the 
temple by the king (12:1-16); the sur- 
render to the Syrians (vv. 17, 18), and 
the king’s assassination (vv. 19-21). 

Be careful to read the parallel chapters 
in 2 Chronicles (22-24), which add de- 
tails, though at this distance it may be 
impossible to reconcile all the minor 
differences. 
2. Jehoahaz of Israel, 13:1-9. 
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This reign is notable not for what 
man did but what God did, as indicated 
in verse four. That His compassion was 
awakened towards such a people com- 
mands the wonder even of the spiritually 
enlightened—a wonder which the sacred 
narrator Himself expresses in the paren- 
thetic verses (vv. 5, 6). ‘Saviour’ or 
deliverer is used in a military sense, as 
in Judges. He did not appear in Jehoa- 
haz’s time but in that of his successors 
Jehoash and Jeroboam II. 


3. Jehoash of Israel, vv. 10-25. 


We need not speak further of the 
chronological difficulty here (v. 10 com- 
pared with v. 1), which we cannot solve, 
but pass on to the preliminary fulfilment 
of the promised ‘‘saviour’”’ (v. 5), found 
in verses 14 to 25. 

Jehoash, or Joash (v. 14), is in sore 
distress by reason of the affliction in 
verse three, and sufficiently penitent to 
implore Jehovah through His prophet 
(v. 14). The symbolism of the subse- 
quent verses (15-19) is plain. ‘‘Take 
bow and arrows’’ means, arm thyself 
for war against the Syrians. ‘‘The ar- 
row of the Lord’s deliverance’? means 
that the victory would come from God. 
The second part of the action was an 
enhancement of it, and showed the king 
to lack that zeal and persevering trust 
in God that would have brought the 
complete destruction of hisenemy. (Note 
W025). 

The extraordinary event in verse 21 
is to be accepted just as it is, but it is 
useless to speculate on the cause or the 
object of it. 


4. Amaziah of Judah, 14:1-20. 


An interesting event is the challenge 
Amaziah sends to Jehoash, the manner 
in which it is received, and the outcome 
of it (vv. 8-14). It is worthy of remark 
that he met death in the same way as 
his father whose murder he had been so 
prompt to avenge (vv. 19, 20). 


5. Jeroboam II of Israel, vv. 23-29. 


Now God fully redeems His promise 
to give a ‘‘saviour’’ to Israel (13:5) 
Observe the long reign of this king—the 
longest in the annals of Israel (v. 23). 
Observe his remarkable victories (v. 25). 
Observe the reference to Jonah who 
seems in succession to Elisha, and lived 
probably contemporaneously with Jeho- 
ash or even Jehoahaz. It may have been 
through him that God gave the promise 
to that king to which we have made 
reference. The close of his reign marks 
about a century from the beginning of 
that of Joash of Judah. 

Another circumstance of interest is 
that Amos and Hosea both lived and 
prophesied in this reign (see the opening 
verses of their prophecies).

THE ASSYRIAN CAPTIVITY 
2 Kings 15-17 
1. Azariah of Judah, 15:1-7. 

This king is called ‘‘Uzziah”’ in verses 
13 and 30, and in 2 Chronicles 26. Read 
the last-named chapter for an enlarge- 
ment of his history and an explanation 
of certain features not given here. Note 
his long reign, his generally good char- 
acter, the cause of his failure, and the 
circumstance that his son reigned with 
him jointly for a short period. 

2. Israel’s New Enemy, vv. 8-31. 

Zachariah is the last of the line of 
Jehu, in whom the prophecy of 10:30 is 
fulfilled (v. 12). Shallum is a usurper 
only permitted to reign how long (v. 13)? 
Menahem comes into power in the same 
way as he, although he reigned a reason- 
ably long period (v. 17). It was in his 
time that the new enemy of Israel ap- 
peared in Assyria, a strong nation of the 
East reaching out after world dominion 
(vv. 19, 20). 

Pekahiah, his son and _ successor, 
reigns but briefly (vv. 23-26), when an- 
other conspiracy costs him his life. 
Pekah’s reign is prolonged for twenty 
years (v. 27), but Israel’s days as a na- 
tion are numbered, and Assyria is weak- 
ening her on every side. The first de- 
portation of her people takes place in 
this reign (v. 29). 

3. Jotham and Ahaz of Judah, 15:32- 
16:20. 

Jotham was in the main a good king, 
but like all his predecessors since Solomon 
either unwilling or unable to uproot 
idolatry (v. 35) or cause the nation to 
serve Jehovah with a perfect heart. How 
ominous in consequence, the words of 
verse 37. 

But no king of Judah thus far had the 
pre-eminence in wickedness of Jotham’s 
successor (16:3, 4). And yet God bore 
with him for the sake of His promise to 
the fathers. For a commentary on 
verses 5 to 9 read the contemporaneous 
prophet Isaiah, chapter seven. 

Ahaz need not have turned for aid to 
Assyria had he trusted God; but now 
that he has done so, that nation has ob- 
tained a hold on Judah which practically 


Is never loosed. 

Note verses 10-18 and Ahaz’s interest 
in the idolatry practiced among the 
Assyrians. This is the first time it comes 
into view, as it will be recalled that the 
worship «' Baal and Ashtoreth was intro- 
duced Jezebel from the Phoenicians 


or Zidonians. Something of what it 
meant may be gathered from the horrible 


reference in verse three, the actual sig- 
nificance of which it is difficult to de- 
termine. [s it possible that children 
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were burned alive as offerings to the gods? 
4. The End of Israel, Chapter 17. 

The first half of this chapter is a sad 
review of Israel’s iniquity and the justi- 
fication of the divine punishment (vv. 
6-23). It was surer and safer for their 
conqueror to carry them away (v. 6), 
than to place governors over them in 
their own land. These latter they might 
not obey, or they might refuse to pay 
tribute to them, involving ceaseless war 
to keep them in subjection. Morever 
the policy had the advantage that other 
conquered peoples could be transplanted 
to the vacated territory with like results 
(v. 24). 

With these foreigners in the land of 
Israel begins the history of the ‘‘Sa- 
maritans,’’ of whom we hear in the Gos- 
pels (see John 4). Note the character 
of their religion (vv. 33-41). 

It was not promised that Israel, as a 
separate kingdom would be _ restored 
again, and therefore God permitted her 
cities to be occupied with other peoples, 
but it was not so with Judah and for a 
good reason, as we shall see later. Of 
course when Judah was restored after 
the Babylonian captivity many Israelites 
returned with her, but these did not 
constitute the kingdom of Israel. Finally 
in the last days when the Jews shall once 
more occupy and control Palestine, they 
will not represent two kingdoms, but 
one united people (Isa. 11:11-16; Hos. 
£1!) D2). 

This lesson should not close without 
mentioning the importance of knowing 


something about Assyria, with which 
great people many of the following les- 
sons deal. Any outline history of the 
world will furnish some _ information, 
and encyclopedic articles are valuable, 
but Rawlinson’s Five Great Monarchies 
of the Ancient World or Lenormant’s 
Manual of the Ancient History of the East 
are recommended to those who can lay 
their hands upon them. Local librarians 
will give further help.

Is there any inherent differ- 
ence between me and a poor pagan in 
Africa or India? No, the difference is 
all due to the grace of God. All I am 
and all I have I owe to Him. Unless | 
am a base ingrate, I shall measure my 
responsibility to less favored souls by 
my own blessings and 
privileges in Christ. 
Remembering that in

Rev. Charles E. Hurlburt, at the ann 
meeting held at Montrose, Pa., in Ju 
It is full of interesting facts regardi: 
the development and extension of t! 
work in the mission’s great field of East 
and Central Africa. 

Among the up-to-date statistics 
the following:—Mussionaries (America: 
British and French), 207; native workers, 
400; stations, 45, among 22 tiibes speak 
ing 25 languages; church members, 
1,710; baptisms during latest year, 320; 
catechumens, 2,137; children and adults 
in schools, 2,382. There are five hos- 
pitals, manned by four doctors. 

The financial expen- 
diture upon the entire 
work during the past 
vear was slightly ove: 


$150,000. 
The field includes 
Kenya Colony, Tan- 


ganyika Territory and 
the northeastern  sec- 
tion of Belgian Congo. 
An advance has now 
been begun into French 
E quatorial Africa, long 
within the vision of 
the mission, and almost 
destitute of missionary 
work. Four mission- 
aries have already en- 
tered this new field 
and four others are 
about to join them. 
The ultimate geograph- 
ical objective is Lake 
Tchad in the French 
Sudan. 

An earnest appeal is 
sounded for 80 new 
missionaries for the work at present im 
hand, and 20 more for immediate ex- 
tension work. Seven more doctors are 
urgently needed.

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Hsien, Shantung Province, an_ institu- 
tion which, unlike so many others in 
this day, ‘‘stands four-square for the 
Bible and all its fundamental teachings,”’ 
to quote the words of its honored presi- 
dent, Rev. W. M. Hayes, D. D., LL.D. 

During the school year of 1923-24 its 
student body numbered 75 young men 
and 9 young women, an increase of 120% 
previous year. Accommoda- 
tions were taxed to the limit, and addi- 
tional class room and dormitory space 
had been provided, so that for the 
school year of 1924-25 it was expected 
that 118 men and 20 women could be 
received. 

The school year is from August to 
January, the students being engaged 
for the remaining months.in evangelistic 
work. The demand for such workers 
is greater than the supply, and this 
arrangement adds greatly to the value 
of the ministerial training given. The 
seminary has a gifted and godly faculty 
of three Chinese and three foreign 
teachers. 

Dr. Hayes writes that the students 
have manifested an unwonted zeal both 
in their studies and in all their evan- 
gelistic work in the city and neighboring 
villages, so much so that the term was 
the most satisfactory he had known in 
twenty-three years of theclogical teaching. 
“And,” he adds, ‘‘the spiritual tone of 
the school has been excellent, the apathy 
too often seen in theological schools 
being noticeably absent. For this happy 
state of affairs much credit is due to 
the three Chinese members of faculty, 
who made the spiritual culture of the 
students their special concern.” 

Truly this is a refreshing testimony 
in times like these. Would that it might 
be taken deeply to heart by many 
another seminary—faculty and student 


over the 


body, both at home and abroad. 
CHEERING ADVANCE IN_ INDO- 


CHINA 

French Indo-China, which is a French 
possession larger than France itself, 
containing 20,000,000 people, opened 
its doors to Protestant work only thirteen 
years ago. As yet the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance has this great field 
practically to itself. 

The report of this mission’s work for 
1923 is most encouraging. It has now 
10 stations, distributed in four of the 
five political divisions of Indo-China, 
and manned by 27 missionaries. There 
were 567 baptisms during the year, 
bringing the total church membership 
up to over a thousand. Thus early 
there are 26 native men and _ several 
women in Bible training for evangelistic 
work. The student evangelists already 
working on the various stations have 
proved invaluable. 

During the past year a notable ad- 
vance has been made into the hitherto 


totally unoccupied state of. Cambodia, 
where two stations, Pnompenh and 
Battambang, have been occupied and 


first-fruits gathered in. 

Great blessing has rested upon. ‘the 
publication work. Until recently. there 
were no; Scriptures in Annamese, the 
native tanguage of Indo-China. But

MY MIDWEEK MEETING”

Our midweek meeting is held each 
Wednesday evening throughout the year 

and is of about one hour’s duration. 

The hour is divided into three periods: 
praise, study and _ prayer. 

The first is spent in singing old- 
fashioned hymns, reading a Scripture 
lesson, and prayer—silent, concert or 
single petition. The study period follows. 
It may be a book that is considered 
synthetically, with the help of black- 
board or mimeographed lesson outlines. 
Or a topic may be studied, assignments 
having been given to those present the 
previous week. At other times the 
pastor delivers a short sermon on a 
subject suggested by a member. All 
present bring their Bibles and note-books. 
The closing period is given over to testi- 
monies and Scripture memory verses. 
The weekly Berean Band verse is re- 
peated in concert. Then follows a session 
of prayer when one and another petition 
God’s throne and all join together in the 
“Amen.” The last hymn is chosen with 
the topic of the evening in mind and is 
of the aspirational type. 

In proportion to the church member- 
ship we often have attendances of forty 
per cent However, the attendance 
varies, due to local causes. 

No special effort is made to popularize 
the meeting, Many state they get more 
out of the midweek Bible study than the 
Sunday sermons. This is undoubtedly 
true for God’s Word is more powerful 
than man’s, and its study will always 
bring rich rewards.—David Rees-Jones, 
First Pr sbyterian Church, Chelsea, 
Okla.

Years ago Tom Paine wrote in his 
Ave Reason: ‘‘Fifty years from now 
the dible will be obsolete and forgotten”’; 
but, aiter Paine had crawled to a despair- 
ing drunkard’s grave, the very printing 
press, which was used to print his Age 
of Reason, began to be used to circulate 
the Bible. 

In the very room in which Robert G. 
Ingersoll wrote his Mistakes of Moses 
(a book, which the world hailed with 
delight as the end of Moses), a group 
of men met together, and said: ‘‘Let us 
put up in this city a great monument 
to Jesus Christ.’”’ This was done, and 
there that monument stands today. 

A hundred years ago Voltaire said in 
a certain house in Geneva: ‘‘There will 
not be a Bible in existence a century 
from now,’’ notwithstanding, there are 
millions more Bibles now than _ then, 
and the house, in which he spoke, is now 
the Bible Depot of the Bible Society for 
Switzerland. 





WHEN THE NEEDLE FAILS TO 
POINT TRUE 

One night off the Irish coast during 
the war a steamer was torpedoed. The 
boats were provisioned and dropped 
over the side, and in the captain’s boat 
was placed a small machine gun for pro- 
tection. The boat carried also the ship’s 
compass, and the captain instructed the 
other craft to follow him as he laid his 
course toward land. 

But late in the morning the captain 
began to suspect that the needle was not 
pointing north. For a little while he was 
puzzled; then he understood. The 
machine gun was affecting the needle. 
Only when they had reluctantly dropped 
the weapon overboard—for there was no 
room for it in the other boats—did they 
find a course that brought them to land. 

How often in life something that we 
insist on taking unto ourselves solely 
for protection influences the delicate 
needle of conscience so that it no longer 
points true! For example, there is money. 
Most of us in laying out the course of 
our life feel sure that we must include it, 
for money is such a comforting protection 
against so many woes and ailments. Yet 
how many times under its subtle appeal 
the needle of conscience swings away 
from the ideal of strict honesty or truth- 
fulness or generosity to which God in- 
tended it to point. 

And there is the desire for popularity, 
it is a natural desire, but it carries with 
it the temptation to sacrifice principle, to 
surrender a high conviction of a right- 
eous ideal in order to get more of it. It 
is true that popular people have power 
of a certain kind, and on many occasions 
power is a great protection; but we must 
be sure not to pay too much for it. For 
the great end of life is not money or 
popularity or power; it is character. 
Whatever keeps us from attaining it had 
better be thrown overboard. Before the 
voyage is finished we shall thank God we 
have been wise enough to make the 
sacrifice. - Youth’s Companion.

Dr. Gray 
presided, and spoke appreciatively of 
Miss Cary’s great work in the Institute 
during the quarter of a century in which 
she had served as Assistant Super- 
intendent and later, as Superintendent 
of Women. Affectionate and eloquent 
tributes were also paid to her by Miss 
Rosie of the Household Department, 
anil Dr. Ralston, representing the Fac- 
ulty. Miss Johnson, successor to Miss 
Cary as Superintendent of Women, 
recited a beautiful story, fittingly de- 
scriptive of the influence of Miss Cary 
in the lives of the hundreds and thou- 
sands of young women who had passed 
through her hands in the Superinten- 
dent’s office. Miss Cary responded 
feelingly, touching the hearts of all her 
auditors. She left a day or two later 
for a brief visit to Denver, but her plans 
following her return to Chicago are not 
vet decided upon. She retains her 
title as Honorary Superintendent of 
Women, but will no longer serve as the 
official representative of the Institute 
in working among the Alumnae. The 
management of the Institute regretted 
her resignation from that work, as Dr. 
Gray said, but Miss Cary felt that the 
growing efficiency of the Alumni Associa- 
tion rendered her service less necessary 
in that direction, if not more difficult 
to carry on. 

All the testimonies to Miss Cary 
emphasized her high standard of right- 
eousness in the molding of Christian 
character, but Dr. Gray spoke especially 
of her gifts as an educator and the value 
of her counsel as a member of the In- 
stitute Faculty, and added that her name 
would be her monument in the history 
of the Institute for generations to come.

D. L. Moody was a man of biblical 
vision. He saw that God’s method of 
spreading the gospel was two-fold: 
(1) by the living voice, and preachers 
were called by the Spirit into this serv- 
ice; (2) by the written and printed word, 
and the Spirit moved men to write. 
Moody was a great preacher who gave 
his time and strength to proclaiming the 
gospel. And he became a great writer, 
because he had a great message, which, 
even after it was put ‘into cold type, 
burned and glowed with his passion for 
Christ and souls. 

Mr. Moody sought to use other preach- 
ers and writers. Many of the living 
voices, that spoke with him in testimony 
to the truth, are now silent, but the 
writers “being dead, yet speak’’ through 
the printed page.

We are greatly 
encouraged and are praying for the other 
ministers in the town.”

Prayer 
will do more than criticism; intercession 
with God can bring results that inter- 
ference with men can never accomplish.
